AEC NOTES FOURTH 


WASHINGTON, April 13 
(AP) — The Atomic Energy 
Commission said today Russia 
set off another nuclear test ex- 
plosion yesterday —the fourth 
in 10 days. 

Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of 
the AEC made the announce- 
ment in a two-sentence state- 
ment which gave no indication 
of the size of the blast. Strauss 
said: 

“The Soviet Union on April 
12 conducted another nuclear 
weapon test in its current 
series. The U.S.S.R. has deto- 
nated four test explosions in a 
period of 10 days, the last 
previous explosion having oc- 
curred on April 10.” 

This was the tenth test ex- 
plosion reported by the com- 
mission since the Russians be- 
gan the present series last Au- 
gust. The AEC had said earlier 
that Russian tests were made 
on Wednesday of last week and 
on Monday and Wednesday of 
this week. 

The Russians have said their 
tests are aimed at perfecting 
nuclear weapons for use in 
armiag various kinds of troop 
formations.

WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP) 
—A defense department official 
says military authorities have 
the right to investigate news- 
paper men to find out the source 
of “leaks” of military secrets, 

Robert Dechert, Defense De- 
partment counse!, added yester- 
day that he believes this right 
extends in some cases to non- 
secret information leaks as well. 

“We cannot intimidate in any 
way whatsoever,” Dechert told a 
House information subcommit- 
tee. “I cant say that we don't— 
I hope we don't—but we have a 
right to request.” 

His remarks at the final ses- 
sion of a three-day hearing into 
defense information policies 
came after disclosure of a two- 
vear-old complaint from Avia- 
tion Week editor Robert B. Hotz 
that he was threatened by the 
Navy after publishing a story 
about the flight of new air- 
plane 

In a letter written June 30, 
1955, to the then Secretary of 
the Navy Charles S. Thomas, 
Hotz said two naval intelligence 
agents visited his Washington 
office May 23, 1955, and that 
one of them, Salvatore Cardice, 
demanded the source of a story 
about an XF8U-1 flight. 

Cardice said the information 
was not secret, Hotz added, but 
that Secretary Thomas had is- 


sued an order saying nothing 
was to be printed about the 
plane. 


Hotz added that Cardice told 
him if the magazine refused to

MOSCOW, April 13 (AP)—A 
Soviet scientist said today the 
human race ultimately will pay 
a dreadful price if nations con- 


tinue polluting the atmosphere | 


with atomic radiation from nu- 
clear tests, 

“There are natural grounds 
for alarm because radiationing 
could damage unborn genera- 
tions,” Prof. A. Lebedinsky 
wrote in the Soviet Health Min- 
istry’s newspaper, the Medical 
Worker. 

Lebedinsky took note of dis- 
cussions in the West on a sub- 
ject which has received little 
attention in the Soviet press. 
He coupled his. observations 
with the Kremlin’s proposal for 
an immediate big power bar

Lebedinsky said a possibility 
exists that further poisoning 
of the atmosphere with radio- 
active fragments will disturb 
reproduction in human beings 
and “lead to the appearance of 
monsters in the offspring.’

Rapid Growth of Agencies. 

District agencies created to 
supply special community serv- 
ices have multiplied in recent 
vears until they comprise about 
two-thirds of the 116,000 gov- 
ernmental units in the United 
States. Bollens is convinced 
that districts are excessive in 
number and type, and the func- | 
tions they carry out, generally | 
speaking, should be performed |; 
within the regular framework |8 
of local government. | 

The most familiar special r 
agency is the school district, |! 
but there are many others with |! 
functions ranging from con- 
struction of roads and provision 
of utilities to development of 
irrigation facilities and super. | 
vision of parks. Most districts | 
provide only one or two serv- 
ices, but some are multipurpose 
agencies. 

Reviewing the St. Louis ex- 
perience, the book points out 
| that defeat of a city-county con- 
'solidation move in 1924 and re- 
jection of a federation proposal 
| in 1930 were followed by estab- 
‘lishment of two district govern- 
mental agencies—the Missouri- 
Illinois Bi-State Development 
District and the Metropolitan 
St. Louis Sewer District. 

Loss of Interest Follows. 

Bollens views special districts 
in general as a mixed blessing. 

“Citizens have too little inter- 
est and consequently too little 
participation in the affairs of 
most districts,” he reports. “The 
‘fragmentation of governmental | 
functions, particularly when |® 
| coupled with extraordinary area = 
overlapping, creates confusion, 
misunderstanding and indiffer- 
ence.” | 

School districts do receive a 
measure of citizen attention, he | 
says, but even in electing school 
board members public partici- 
pation is lower than in electing 
city officials. 

Special districts, with their 
piecemeal attack on the prob- 
lems of government, tend to be 
mere palliatives, he continues, 
charging that they weaken gen- 
eral local government and 
|lessen the possibility of attain- 
ing a system that is “both re- 
sponsive and responsible.” 

What He Suggested. 

Bollens advocates a reform 
program to improve local gov- 
ernments and correct the defi- 
ciencies which have contributed 
_to establishment of special dis- 
tricts. The trend toward merger 
of school districts into larger, 
‘more efficient district units 
should be stepped up, he says, 
and many of the other single- 
| Purpose, non-school districts 
‘should be absorbed into other 
| types of governments. 

Annexation, consolidation and 
federation are alternatives to 
establishment of metropolitan 
districts. But this study shows 
that state laws usually give res- 
idents of an area power to 
block annexation, and the other 
methods have not caught on. 

“Metropolitan areas and their 
problems are growing,” Bollens 
writes, “and major county and. 
city changes in the form of city- | 
county consolidation and feder- 
ation are accepted as important | 
approaches to the difficulty. | 
Nevertheless, they remain large- | 
ly in the discussion stage. 

Obstacles to Reforms 

“In many instances this can 
be traced to the inaction of the | 
state legislature, the difficulty 
of amending the state constitu- 
| tion, the inability to gain state-

citizens to face up to the reality 
of the metropolitan problem.” 

Discussing factors which lead 
_to creation of special districts, 

Bollens says that in many cases | 
an established government is 
not* authorized, equipped or 
willing to undertake the service 
desired. The functional need 
may extend beyond the geo- 
graphical limits of the govern- 
ment, crossing county, state and 
, even nationa} boundaries.

Several years ago, it was re- 
ported, Dr. Burdette studied 
fruit flies that had developed 
pigmented tumors. These tu- 
mors had the characteristic of 
disappearing, or regressing, 
spontaneously, and Dr. Bur- 
dette suspected that a hormone 
might be the cause. 

He undertook three epxeri- 
ments to check the hypothesis: 

1. Worms susceptiple to tum- 
ors were obtained. When 
genetic experiments produced 
organisms with defective ring 
glands, little or no hormone 
was manufactured. The insects 
had more tumors than normal, 
and they did not mature. 

2. In normal, healthy worms, 
ring glands were tide off—by a 
delicate maneuver under mi- 
croscope—so that the hormone 
could not enter the rest of the 
body. A higher than normal in- 
cidence of tumors resulted. 

3. Hormone-containing ex- 
tracts were injected into worms 
with tied-off glands. The ex- 
tracts transferred the insects 
into their next stage of develop- 
ment. 

Difficult to Obtain. 

Dr. Burdette concluded that 
the insect hormone might be 
worth testing against cancers in 
higher forms of life. Silkworms 
are the best source of hormone 
in appreciable quantity, but it

| dous tax privileges, can at this

The most important of the tax | 
privileges cited by the Senator 
is a gimmick, approved again 
only last week by the Congress, 
under which the big oil com- 
panies, which control the bulk 
of the natural gas production,

2742 per cent from their in- 
come before computing their 
taxes. 

Under this special privilege 
it has been shown that for the 
10-year period 1945-54, while 
other corporations were paying | 
from 38 per cent to the maxi- 
mum 52 per cent in federal 
taxes, not one of 27 oil com- 
panies paid as much as 38 per 
cent and the average for all of 
them was far below that figure. 


Supreme Court Decision. 

Under a Supreme Court de- 
cision of 1954, the Federal 
Power Commission must regu- 
late the rates of natural gas | 
producers at the field, and later | 
court decisions have also held | 
that the FPC must base its 
pricing on a “cost- plus- -a-fair | 
return” formula, as is applied | 
to other utility type, monopoly | 
operations. | 
The Harris bill would outlaw | 
the utility-type formula in de- 
termining the reasonable mar- 
ket price for national gas and | 
leave determination of  in- 
creased prices to negotiations 
between the producers and the | 
transmission pipeline com-| 
panies. If the price in the con- | 
tracts between these segments | 
were not found by the commis- | 
sion to be above the “reasone | 
able market price” the in- | 
creases would become effec- | 
tive.

FOR RARE METAL 


: $700,000 JUDGMENT \DO-IT-YOURSELF

WASHINGTON, April 13 
(AP)—A do-it-yourself kit for 
detecting the valuable clement 
selenium Was announced today 
by the Bureau of Mines. It 
said it hopes the kit may bring 
about discovery of a commer- 
cially important deposit of the 
metal. 


Selenium sells for about $15 
a pound. The element is wide- 


ly distributed in the United 
States, but the bureau said 
known deposits are so low 


grade they cannot be produced 
for that element alone. The 
scarce metal is in igh demand, 
chiefly by the ectronics in- 
dustry. 

Commercial utput today 
comes as a bypypduct in refin- 
ing metals, chiefly copper. Yet 
the selenium content of the 
average copper ore is so small 
that only one pound is found 
in 160 tons of ore.

This artificial state was carved by 
the British out of the ruins of the 
Ottoman Empire in 1921, and attained 
independence in 1946. It now has a 
population of 1,400,000 and an area 
about the size of Indiana. It faces 
imminent danger of being chopped up 
and absorbed by its four neighbors, 
Syria, Iraq, Saudi Arabia and Israel. 

Fragmentary reports this afternoon 
that a Syrian armored regiment was 
advancing into northern Jordan did not 
make clear the significance of the move. 
It could be a first step toward the parti- 
tion of Jordan, a mere show of force, or— 
as a Jordanian representative at the 
United Nations suggested—just a rotation 
of Syrian forces already in Jordan. 


Nor was it clear that King Hussein's 
struggle with pro-Soviet groups in Jordan 
had been ended by formation of a new 
cabinet as reported tonight. 


The 21-year-old monarch brought his 
struggle with left-wing elements to a sud- 
den head this week after trying unsuccess- 
fully for two months to block Communist | 
influences without triggering an explosive | 
change in government. 

Middle East experts here expressed pri- 
vate optimism as their first reaction. The 
King had called on a middle-of-the-road 
pro-Western nationalist, Hussein Fakhri 
El-Khalidi, to form a new government, and 
the Communists seemed to be shut out of 
any place in a new cabinet.

The rapid-amortization plan is some- 
times coupled by critics with two addi- 
tional methods of figuring depreciation 
which were written into the 1954 revenue 
act at the request of business and can be 
used by anyone. These are the 200 per 
cent declining balance method and the 
sum-of-the-digits method of figuring de- 
preciation. 

The declining balance method (which 
can be applied only to new equipment 
with a life of more than three years) oper- 
ates like this: ! 

Under the old straight-line system an 
asset which had a cost of $1000 and a life 
of 10 years could be depreciated at $100 
a year for tax purposes. Under the 200 
per cent declining balance system the de- 
preciation claimed the first year would be 
20 per cent, or $200; the second year it

Under this system the entire cost would 
never actually be written off as there 
| would always be a diminishing balance. 
| The plan satisfies the business argument 
that an asset depreciates more in earlier 
than later years. It is of substantial bene- 
fit only if tax rates are reduced in coming 
years and business advocates are hoping 
for that eventuality. 

Some of the premises on which rapid- 
amortization statistics are based relate to 
the probability that if an industry was 
unable to obtain a five-year certificate it 

would use the declining balance or sum- 

of-the-digits method. The taxpayer could 
gain or lose by rapid-amortization by 
changing tax rates in the future, 
some of his advantages if taxes go up. It 
is generally believed a taxpayer using 
rapid-amortization is not likely to lose in 
the long run, however. 

Byrd's concern is with the continued use 
of the five-year amortization plan except 
for facilities directly connected with na- 
tional defense and with the authority 
given ODM to allow tax relief or withhold 
it in specific instances.

It appears, then, that one dictator 
Was pitied against another Your 
editorial, while justly criticizing

cardinal was controversial, colorful, 
and devout—but he was also wrong. 
To leave that unsaid is to give a 
distorted picture. 


The editorial noted that “for some 
reason grave indignities against Ro- 
man Catholic cardinals in Spain have 
been much less discussed (than sim- 
ilar incidents in other countries) and 
very little reported from the Franco 
dictatorship.”

Fiddling While TVA Burns 


Four months ago, we commented that the 
second vacancy on the TVA board to which 
President Eisenhower would have the appoint- 
ment, in May, was a matter of life and death 
for that great agency. 

Even then, toward the end of last year, the 
friends of TVA in the Tennessee Valley and 
at the nation’s capital were, and for some time 
had been, giving earnest thought to the ques- 
tion of a successor to Dr. Harry A. Curtis. 

So it have been an unpleasant shock 
to all these fine citizens to read President 
Eisenhower's press conference reply. The Pres- 
ident, who bears the full weight of responsibil- 
ity for this appointment, said he has no one in 
mind—though it is by now less than six weeks 
before the vacancy will occur! 

If the President has no one. in mind, it Is 
certain that the most rabidly anti-public-power 
clique among his advisers will move into the 
vacuum and take over. That is what TVA’s 
advocates think Sherman Adams, the presiden- 
tial assistant, did three years ago when Gen. 
Herbert D. Vogel was appointed chairman 
of TVA. 

Gen. Vogel has done about as much in these 
few years as any one man could do to wreck 
TVA. He has obstructed its program by spear- 
heading the Dixon-Yates project, a venture so 
dubious that public protest brought about its 
abandonment. He has sided against the rest 
of. TVA in financial matters. He has con- 
vinced so many TVA employes and Tennessee 
Valley citizens that he is an enemy force in 
their inner citadel that morale, once one of 
the most valuable assets of the agency, is in 
a pitiable state. 

President Eisenhower has spoken often and 
fervently of his respect for the rights of Con- 
gress, and of his respect for the force of 
American opinion at the grassroots. Congress 
requires that TVA board members must be 
individuals who believe in the wisdom and feas- 
ibility of TVA’s objectives—a belief Gen. Vogel 
has professed in words and repeatedly flouted 
in deeds. 

As for prevailing opinion at the grassroots

in the Tennessee Valley, President Eisenhower 
could better respect it by removing Gen. Vogel 
than by appointing another like him. We dare say 
there is no one in a public office of any im- 
portance in that region who is more widely in 
popular disfavor, amounting to active mistrust 


of his intentions toward the area and toward 
the agency that means so much to’it. 

Whoever President Eisenhower appoints, he 
may be fairly well assured that the appointment 
will receive more thorough—and more skeptical 
—consideration than did his first. Gen. Vogel 
made a mockery of the confirmation process. 
His promises to the Senate Public Works Com- 
mittee—that he was sympathetic with TVA, 
that he would work with his fellow-directors— 
have not been identifiable in anything he has 
done since he got the job. 


The Senators sitting on the next TVA ap- 


pointment are not likely to be content with 
bland promises 
They will, if they are wiser as well as older, 


demand something more than words to recom- 
mend the nominee. 

They will demand a record of accomplish- 
ment in the public power and resource develop- 
ment field, backed up by a sense of dedi- 
cation. 

They will demand a man with the courage 
to stand up and fight for his convictions. 

They will demand a man who can command 
the respect and trust of the people who carry 
on the work of TVA, and the citizens of the 
Tennessee Valley.

A basic requirement is to change the office 
of Auditor from elective to appointive and make 
the Governor responsible for the office, the 
official and his performance of. duty. Never 
again should it be possible for every other 
state official to plead lack of responsibility for 
the key post of Auditor. 

Unfortunately the effort to get the Auditor's 
office on a new and improved basis, with re- 
sponsibility definitely fixed with the Governor, 
has run into difficulties and delays at Spring- 
field. For one thing there is a contest between 
the legislative and executive branches over 
jurisdiction for the auditing function. 

Here is a situation for the people of Illinois 
to pay close attention to. They deserve ade- 
quate protection against any more Hodge 
lootings. 
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Thoughts for April 15 

Tomorrow being income tax day, this is a 
suitably solemn occasion for contemplation of 
the féderal budget, which everybody is inter- 
ested in cutting but which somehow, by and 
large, seems to go right on steadily growing. 

Twenty years ago Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
the New Deal were flayed alive for. profligacy 
in spending, but never in peacetime did the 
New Deal spend more than 9 billions in one 


year. This year the Federal Government is 
spending, in big round figures; 69 billions. 
Well, the country has grown in these years. 
So it has, but the budget has grown more. The 
population today is 27 per cent bigger than it 
was in 1940, but Federal spending has gone up 


665 per cent.

The gross national product—our 
measure of the country’s total economic 
effort—has gone up 330 per cent, but federal 
spending has gone up twice as much. 

Well, national defense costs money. So it 
does, but it isn’t only defense expenditures that 
have mounted. What is left of the current 


. budget after all national security outlays have 


been deducted adds up to 25.6 billions, repre- 
senting an increase of 236 per cent over the 
comparable figure for 1940. 

Since the advent of the New Deal there have 
been five plateaus, as the quiz programs would 
put it, in federal spending. The New Deal, from 
fiscal years 1934 to 1940, spent an average in 
peacetime of 7.7 billions. This amounted, on an 
average, to 9 per cent of the gross national 
product. 

That was the first plateau and, as it turned 
out, quite a modest one. During World War II, 
spending shot up to a peak of 95 billions. Then 
came the return to a peacetime basis in the 
early Truman years, but the new plateau turned 
out to be well above the prewar one. For the 
years 1947 to 1951, the budget averaged 39 
billions a year, or 14 per cent of the gross na- 
tional product. 

The Korean war sent Spending back up to a 
fourth plateau, the peak being reached at: 74 
billions in 1953. ‘Though the fighting stopped 
in that year, the defense buildup did not. And 


though the Eisenhower. Administration accom- — 


plished some budget reductions in its first two 
years, spending started going up again there- 
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after and is still rising. In fiscal 1954-57 the 
budget averaged 66.9 billions, or 17 per cent 
of the gross national product. ‘ 

Such in brief is the record up to now. Next 
year’s budget calls for spending of 71.8 billions, 
and as income tax day enhances public sensi- 
tivity to the prospect, plaintive cries are heard 
all over: “Is there no way but up?” We should 
not care to be dogmatic about the matter, but 
we can only note that the historical record 
seems to suggest the answer. 
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Battle of the Billboards 


The battle over controlling billboards on new 
federal highways is being fought up and down 
a number of side roads in Congress. The bill- 
board industry is calling on state's rights, claim- 
ing that its signboards reduce highway accidents 
and even arguing—in the words of former Sena- 
tor Scott Lucas of Illinois—that banning signs 
would drive roadside business to the poorhouse. 

Actually nobody is talking about banning all 
billboards, and we cannot see essential roadside 
services going to the poorhouse. State’s rights 
have no more relevance as an argument against 
federal highway advertising standards than 
against federal highway standards in general. 
And the safety aspect of much roadside adver- 
tising is certainly dubious. 

To get back on the main road, the issue is 
how to protect the American public—which will 
pay for all these new roads—against an uninvit- 
ing and uninvited array of commercial Dill- 
boards along them. There are two proposals 
before Congress. 

Senator Richard L. Neuberger of Oregon was 
the first to offer a billboard-control plan. He 
would let the Federal Government reimburse the 
states for buying easements along the right of 
way of new highways, controlling signs on the 
easements, 

Secretary of Commerce Sinclair Weeks re- 
cently proposed an Administration measure 
which is simpler in form. It would urge the 
states to restrict advertising within 750 feet of 
the new roads, and would penalize non-co-oper- 
ating states 5 per cent of the federal road 
allotments. 

As between the two measures, Senator Neu- 
berger’s seems the more certain to control ad- 
vertising, since it provides for governmental 
purchase of advertising rights. Put it would cost 
more money—some say $3::5,000,000, though the 
Senator estimates half that much. 

Aside from the money, there is a principle 
involved here. Why should the public have to 
pay to protect itself against unsightly billboards 
when, by building the roads, the public created 
the advertising opportunities in the first place? 

Congress may find it advisable to adopt as- 
pects of both plans. In any case Secretary 
Weeks has pointed to the advisability of state 

zoning for highways. The new highways will 
be zoned, in effect, to limit access, and zoning 
for billboard displays is equally advisable. 

Missouri, for one, ought to be eager to adopt 
a highway zoning code which should keep its 
new highways from becoming gasoline gullies. 
What do the Highway Commission and the Leg- 
islature have to say to this? 
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On the President 


The blame for appointing the patently dis- 
qualified Scott McLeod as Ambassador to Ire- 
land is being charged up to Secretary of State 
Dulles. This is dead wrong. Secretary Dulles 
can be blamed for recommending the appoint- 
ment. President Eisenhower and only Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is responsible for making it. 

If President Eisenhower did not know why 
he should not have made the appointment sure- 
ly he knows now why he: ought to withdraw it. 
Surely the President knows now about Scott 
McLeod’s record as hatchet mah for Senators 
McCarthy and Bridges in the State Department: 
about McLeod’s fight to block the confirmation 
of the able Charles E. Bohlen as Ambassador to 
Russia; about his harassment of career diplo- 
mats and damage to the morale of State. De- 
partment personnel; about his slowdown of the 
admission of refugees; about his opposition to 
immigration law reform. 

If the President would like to show the coun- 
try that he is in full charge of his Administra- 
tion, he will lose no time now in pulling the 
McLeod appointment back from the Senate. If 
he does not withdraw the nomination the Sen- 
ate should reject it and tell the people of the 
United States—and Ireland incidentally—why. 

Meantime no amount of explaining makes 
Dwight D. Eisenhower any the less accountable. 
The callous, unfit McLeod appointment is on 
the President and on no one else!

How Old Is Our Solar System? 


The Merror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Fifty years ago science found that rocks could be a clock clicking 
off the eons of time, and today lead isotopes are used to study 
age not only of earth’s rocks but of meteorites from outer space; 
these provide answers to ancient mysteries of creation of planets. 


Extracts From an Article by Harrison Brown, Professor of 
Geochemistry, California Institute of Technology, in Scientific American 


Before the discovery of radioactivity, 
estimates of the age of the solar system 
were little better than guesses. 


The classic studies of the earth’s 
rocks by James Hutton and by Sir 
Charles Lyell in the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries had freed geol- 
ogists of the time-scale restrictions long 
imposed by theology, and they had 
begun to speak in terms of 10 million, 
100 million and even a billion years. 
But they could only conjecture. 


In the year 1907 came the sugges- 
tion that its age might be measured 
by a clock ticking | 
off the eons of time 
in the rocks. 


Lord Rutherford’s 
group in Cam- 
bridge had proved 
that the radioactive 
elements uranium 
and thorium decay 
ultimately into helium and lead. Ber- 
tram Boltwood, a United States radio- 
chemist working with Rutherford, pro- 
posed that this phenomenon could be 
used to calculate the ages of minerals 
bearing uranium and thorium. 


Method Used to Determine Age 


Measurement of the amount of lead 
or of helium in such a mineral, to- 
gether with the data on its remaining 
content of uranium and thorium and 
the known rates of decay of these ele- 
ments, should make it possible to tell 
how long ago the mineral had been 
formed. By 1913 one ancient rock had 
been dated by the helium method to 
be at least 700 million years old and 
others tested by the lead method were 
estimated as old as 1.5 billion years. 


It was recognized that these deter- 
minations were subject to certain pos- 
sible errors. But the lead technique 
was later made more accurate by pre- 
cise measurement of the ratios of lead 
isotopes present. 

The most important from the point 
of view of dating, are the primary fra- 
dioisotopes such as uranium 238, uran- 
ium 235, thorium 232, potassium 40 
and rubidium 87. These isotopes were 
apparently made at the time the ele- 
ments originated and are not being 
formed to any significant extent on 
the earth today. All of them have very 
long half-lives: the shortest (for U-235) 
is 710 million years. ‘ 

In our special laboratories at the 
California Institute of Technology, by 
improvements in chemical techniques, 
Claire C. Patterson has succeeded in 
isolating lead from a meteorite which 
contains only one part per three mil- 
lion. Common rocks such as granites, 
where the lead content averages only 
between one and 10 parts per million, 
can be ‘dated successfully. 


As for purely radiogenic rocks whose 
ages have been measured particularly 
precisely, the oldest, a monazite from 
Southern Rhodesia, is calculated to be 
about 2.7 billion years old. It gives us 
a rather clear-cut figure for the min- 
imum age of the earth. 


Time and the Decay of Lead 


Can we find some indication of an 
‘outside limit for the age of the earth? 
This sample of lead came from an 
ancient deposit in the Rosetta Mine in 
South Africa. We can estimate (on the 
basis of ratios of lead 206 to lead 207) 
how long it must have taken for this 
ancient composition of lead to have 
evolved to modern lead, putting the 
figure at about 3.1 billion years, 


Now suppose that the heavy isotopes 
of lead are entirely radiogenic—for ex- 
ample, that all the lead 207 has come 
from the decay of uranium 235. How 
much time would have been required 
to produce the concentration of lead 
207 entirely by uranium decay? It 
turns out to be about 5.6 billion years. 


Thus solely on the basis of the iso- 
topic compositions of common leads we 
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can say that the age of the earth prob- 
ably lies somewhere between 3.1 and 
5.6 billion years. 

We could be a good deal more def- 
inite about the date if we but knew 
what the actual isotopic composition 
of lead was when the earth was formed. 

About 10 years ago the author pro- 
posed that we might find samples of 
the original lead of the solar system in 
meteorites. 

Patterson succeeded in isolating lead 
from the Canyon Diablo’ meteorite, 
which blasted the Meteor Crater in 
Arizona. This was a masterful chem- 
ical achievement on Patterson’s part, 
for the lead amounted to only one 
part in three million. Later he iso- 
lated lead from the sulfide phase of 
the same meteorite and of one found 
in Henbury, Australia. 


Earth 4.5 Billion Years Old? 


It was evident that this lead was far 
less radiogenic—and therefore prob- 
ably much older—than any previously 
found on the earth. The ratio of lead 
206 to lead 204 in one sample was 
only 9.41 to 1. Assuming that the sam- 
ples really represent original lead, we 
calculate the age of the earth to be 
4.5 billion years. 

Patterson undertook to apply the 
lead method to date stony meteorites, 
which should posses a high pro- 
portion of radiogenic lead. Patterson 
isolated the lead from three stony 
meteorites and found that it was in- 
deed highly radiogenic. Comparing 
the isotopic composition of these leads 
with that of “original” lead, we find 
that the ages of the meteorites are of 
the order of 4.5 billion years. 

Practically all of the evidence now 
available points to an age for the solar 
system of about 4.5 billion years. How 
much older is the matter that formed 
the solar system—that is, the chemical 
elements? 

We know that the elements must 
have a finite age which ts not too much 
longer than the half-lives of the radio- 
active species, else they would have 
disappeared by now. On the basis of 
the present relative abundances of 
uranium and lead, we can estimate 
that the elements cannot be much older 
than six billion years. This would 
make them at most about 1.5 billion 
years older than the solar system. 


‘Our Region of the Universe’ 


We can also fix a minimum limit for 
their age. The element iodine, for 
example, provides a clue. There are 
reasons to believe that when the ele- 
ments were formed, there were equal 
amounts of nonradioactive iodine 127 
and the radioactive isotope iodine 129 
(half-life 17 million years). 


Iodine 129 is no longer found in the 
earth. Was any still in existence when 
the meteorites were formed? If so, the 
meteorites should now contain detect- 
able amount of xenon 129, the product 
of the decay of iodine 129, But one 
was analyzed and no xenon 129 found. 


In view of this, we must con- 
clude that the iodine 129 had virtually 
disappeared by the time the meteor- 
ites came into existence. This means 
that at least 400 milllon years elapsed 
between the formation of the elements 
and the onset of the phase segregations 
which led to the formation of the earth 
and other planets of the solar system. 

Assuming that the earth is about 4.5 
billion years old, we can say that in 
our region of the universe the ele- 
ments probably came into being be- 
tween 4.9 and 6 billion years ago.

THE CONCLUDING CHAP- 
TERS of Arnold Toynbee's “Study of 
History” deal with a familiar question: 
Is Western Civilization doomed? It was 
not the question he had in mind when 
he began his monumental survey of the 
human situation but it was nevertheless 
inescapable. His answers, though condi- 
tioned by the knowledge gained from 
his exhaustive inquiry, are hardly more 
satisfying than the opinions of the man 
in the street. To say this is not to sug- 
gest that a historian must also qualify 
as a prophet. On the contrary, it merely 
emphasizes one of Mr. Toynbee’s guiding 
beliefs. 

Man, he says in effect, is not subject 
to the whim of fate. As a child of God 


he is free to make a choice. So, by anal- 
ogy, a collective body that has taken the 
shape of a civilization, must also realize 
that its destiny is not already decided 


bythe inexorable workings of history. 

Toynbee's concept of an essential free- 
dom of choice is important to remember 
when following him through the com- 
parative studies of antecedent civiliza- 
tions. It sets him off from other com- 
parative historians and, in particular, it 
puts him in a different category from 
the determinists—such as Oswald Speng- 
ler—with whom he has been compared. 
THESE REMARKS are prompted 
by the recent issuance of D. C. Somer- 
vell’s abridgement of Volumes VII to X 
of Toynbee’s completed “Study.” As 
with his summary of the first six vol- 
umes, Somervell’s present text was sub- 
mitted to Toynbee while in progress and 
after its completion. So Toynbee’s state- 
ment of approval, which Somervell has 
published as a preface, may be consid- 
ered as a guarantee that Somervell’s 
condensation is a true microcosm of the 
larger work. 

Toynbee’s theory is definitely opposed 
to the concept of history as just “one 
damn thing after another” without any 
valid connection. Yet in detecting simi- 
larities between civilizations, such as the 
Chinese, the Egyptian and the Hellenic, 
he does not conclude that they are the 
result of iron law. He sees them merely 
as tendencies which have recurred s0 
often as to be significant. 

FROM HIS STUDY of these sim- 
ilar tendencies and their repeatedly 
similar consequences he has reached cer- 
tain conclusions about the dissolutions 
of civilizations. He believes, for instance, 
that the blow from without that seem- 
ingly shatters a going civilization is gen- 
erally preceded by inward decay. Symp- 
toms of such decay are: the transforma- 
tion of a “creative minority’ or a true 
and responsible class of leaders, into a 
“dominant minority” which imposes its 
will on the rest of the community by 
force; the alienation of the majority and 
the creation of an “internal proletariat” 
which is “in but not of” the society; 


fratricidal strife, militarism and the re- 
sort to war. 

Mr. Toynbee makes extensive applica- 
tions of these and subsidiary principles 
throughout his study and continues to 
do so in the last four volumes. He also 
diverts his discussion into numerous 
winding by-paths whose connection with 
the main course of his argument Is in- 
cidental. If they are merely secondary 
documentation for a principal thesis 
they are fascinating in their richness of 
description—even in the Somervell 
abridgement—and they are quickened 
by aptness of insight and observation.

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stance, Mr. Toynbee says that the West 


now displays the “ominous division 
into dominant minority and internal 
proletariat which characterizes previous 


civilizations in their ‘Time of Troubles.’ ”’ 
By external proletariat he means the 
rising masses of Asia and Africa who 
are bent on throwing off every vestige 
of colonialism. An analogy between 
them and the northern tribes that over- 
ran the Roman homeland is certainly 
justified. But what about our “internal 
proletariat?” 


Underprivileged groups in the United 
States and elsewhere are still unassimi- 
lated into the general life of the socie- 
ties that enclose them; but they are 
minorities and not comparable to the 
disaffected plebeian hordes of Rome.

Moreover their status is fast changing. 
Even the Ameritan Negroes can rightly 
feel that they are in the process of be- 
coming fully qualified American citi- 
zens who are both “in” and “of” the 
texture of Western civilization. 


MR. TOYNBEE recognizes that so- 
cial reforms are in progress in all the 
open societies of the West, but not 
enough to make him drop the expression 
“internal proletariat” in assessing the 
threats to Western civilization. 


He does acknowledge, however, that 
present conditions are unprecedented. 
In the historical perspective one decay- 
ing civilization after another had been 
finally defeated by a knock-out blow. 
Now, a knockout blow delivered by 
either the United States or Russia 
“might knock out not only the antago- 
nist but also the victor, the referee, the 
boxing-ring and all the spectators.” 

This being true he believes that the 

best hope for the future of Mankind is 
that Russia and the United States will 
be patient enough to pursue the policy 
of “peaceful co-existence.” As for world 
government he considers it a possibility, 
and perhaps an essential alternative to 
world chaos; but he doubts that its de- 
velopment could take place through the 
United Nations. One of the two great 
powers must take over the task of or- 
ganizing some kind of federal union. He 
hopes it will be the United States and, 
unlike many Europeans, he believes that 
this nation would be qualified for the 
job. But if one may reasonably hope that 
the destruction of humanity can be 
avoided it is vain to believe in a future 
earthly paradise. “Original sin,” he says, 
is born with every child, so man must 
always suffer. 
I HAVE SAID little about Mr. Toyn- 
bee’s belief that man’s troubles, even 
on earth, are likely to vary in propor- 
tion to his belief in God. Actually he 
says little himself other than to make 
it quite clear that an approach to God 
is Man's chief business of earth. It also 
transpires from his text that a close 
relation exists between the progress of 
a civilization, up or down, and its re- 
ligious condition. He also says in effect 
that one of the chief causes of our 
present Time of Troubles is the “secu- 
larization” of our Western society which, 
in his book, means a drift away from 
God. 


I have also said little (because of 
limited space) about Toynbee’s analysis 
of what contributes to the founding and 
growth of a civilization, It is interest- 
ing to note, however, that Toynbee 
thinks it is possible that humanity, at 
any given time, can take a giant step 
forward. It was by such a step, whose 
process is unknown, that Mankind 
ceased to be primitive and became civil- 
ized. No recorded civilization has yet 
performed a similar feat. 


Teacher of the King’s English 


Fowler's “Modern

FOR THE LAST 30 YEARS 
would-be writers of good English—the 
kind that used to be called The King’s 
English—have found endless help in a 
volume first published in 1926, Fowler's 
“Modern English Usage.” This reviewer, 
for one, still remembers vividly his in- 
troduction to it, when he was trying to 
improve a literary style that had, in a 
way, grow'd like Topsy, without much 
conscious cultivation by its owner. 

I remember well how startled, and 
delighted, I was to find a dictionary, as 
dignified and dull to outward appear- 
ance as all the rest, which could not 
only be used for the solid information 
it contained but read with real pleasure. 
For of course, as everyone who is at all 
familiar with the work knows, MEU is a 
work of art as well as of instruction, and 
it contains some of the most stimulating 
and provocative discourses on the right 
and wrong use of words ever put in 
print. 

It is particularly famous for its arti- 

cles, scattered through the book, on such 
topics as, Love of the Long Word, Ele- 
gant Variation, Dangling Participle, 
Genteelism, Wardour Street English, 
which were not only extremely instruc- 
tive but bore upon them the imprint of 
a delightful personality. H. W. Fowler 
might not be able to teach you how to 
write, but he most certainly could tell 
you, and with the most terrifying clari- 
ty, what to avoid when you attempt that 
difficult art. 
AS MY FOWLER disappeared from 
my shelves quite some time ago—I know 
it was “borrowed’’—I have a particular 
reason for welcoming this chance to re- 
store a well-loved volume to its proper 
place upon them. For I am happy to 
report that this new dictionary, now 
called “‘American-English Usage,” ap- 
pears to retain all that was most valu- 
able and characteristic of the original 
work. In bringing it out the publishers 
have taken cognizance of the fact that 
the language has changed in these 30 
years, and also that there was much in 
Fowler that was of little interest to the 
busy American writer, like lengthy dis- 
sertations on Greek and Latin. 

So this is Fowler, pruned and brought 
up to date. The dictionary’s new author, 
Margaret Nicholson, has had long ang 
practical experience relating to English 
style and usage as head of the Oxford 
Press’s Publishing Department. 

The language with which it deals, 
however, is still unmistakably the King’s 
—and not Uncle Sam’s. For the Ameri- 
can language, per se, Mencken is still 
the authority. Miss Nicholson might, in 
fact, be criticized for not being more 
extensive in her inclusions. Words like 
highbrow and lowbrow may still be 
classed, by Webster, as slang, but they 
are rapidly passing into accepted usage, 
for the simple reason that there is a 
definite place for them. 

MISS NICHOLSON might also 
have amended some of the more ques- 
tionable of Fowler's judgments, which 
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A DICTIONARY OF AMERICAN- 
ENGLISH USAGE: based on Fowler's 
modern English usage, by Margaret 
Nicholson. (Oxford Disleoveiay Press, 
671 pgs., $5.)

For instance, 
he objected to such words as: area, 
asset, background, mentality, feasible, 
describing them as Vogue Words.

Would we 
agree with him today, that “mentality” 
is “a truly superfluous word?”

for “event” and therefore without justifi- 
cation? There always was some room 
for disagreement with him, and happily 
there still is. 


THE GREATNESS of Fowler lay 
in the intensity of his wish that all 
users of English should write like true 
gentlemen—and this meant for him, of 
course, avoiding like the plague any- 
thing that smacked of the merely gen- 
teel. Being a gentleman in prose meant, 
first of all, being fastidious in the choice 
of words. It meant also being free from 
superstitions—such as: It is wrong to 
Start a sentence with But; it is wrong to 
end a sentence with a preposition: it is 
wrong to split an infinitive. Being a 
gentleman meant, finally, the opposite 
of being pretentious, ostentatious, vul- 
gar and slipshod. 

He had his U and non-U ideas. Thus 
for him it was distinctly not U to use 
“accommodation” for ‘“‘room,” or “com- 
mence” for “begin.” He saw no use for 
the preposition onto. He had fun, too, 
in pointing out that it makes a differ- 
ence where one places the adverb 
“only”: whether one says, He only killed 
his mother-in-law, or He killed only his 
mother-in-law. 


ONE IS TEMPTED to quote his 
definition of Genteelism, and I shall 
yield to the temptation because there is 
no other way to convey to the uninitiat- 
ed reader the rare charm and pungency 
of the writing of this English school- 
master, 

“By ‘genteelism’ is here to be under- 
stood the substituting for the ordinary 
natural word that first suggests itself to 
the mind, of a synonym that is thought 
to be less soiled by the lips of the com- 
mon herd. The truly genteel invite one 
to “step,” not “come, this way’; take 
in not “lodgers,” but “paying guests’; 
never -“help,” but “assist, each other 
to potatoes’; and have quite forgotten 
that they could ever have been guilty 
of tooth-powder & napkins & under- 
clothing, of before & except & about, 
where nothing now will do for them but 
dentifrice, serviette, lingerie, ere, save, 
anent.”’

ONE MIGHT THINK, from the drawings and the simple, 
straight-forward prose, that this delightful book, mostly about

Miss Farre spent a considerable period of time in the 
wild, barren, rugged country of northern Scotland, obviously 
because she loved the life there and wanted the experience of 
living with nature, away from the bustling world. She and an 
aunt seemed to like it very much, as did a few neighbors, who 
lived usually five or 10 miles away. 

This challenge of living is a strong part of the book. The 
rest is mostly a delightful account of the pet animals the two 
ladies kept, the highly unusual collection headed by Lora, the 
seal, who sang, played many instruments, collected the mail, 
set the table for picnics, wept when frustrated, and slept on a 
pallet beside Miss Farre’s bed. Goats, otters, deer, birds, wild 
cats and one mere dog, along with the usual cow and pony, 
were also part of the family, not to mention one pet rat.

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Art Deep in the Heart of Texas 


Convention Ponders Popularity of Esthetic Experience 


By GEORGE McCUE 
A PAINTING THAT stunned and 
infuriated New York, Chicago and Bos- 
ton in 1913, and helped run interfer- 
ence for modern art in, this country, 
has been on the road again. The paint- 
ing is Marcel Duchamp’s “Nude De- 
scending a Staircase,” first exhibited at 
New York's historic Armory Show. This 
canvas, which embodies a cubist image, 
a futurist expression of movement and 
energy, and premonitions of the dadaist 
movement that came a little later, was 
a central attraction—along with its 
sprightly 69-year-old painter—at the 
recent Houston, Texas, convention of 
American Federation of Arts. 

For an organization that is generally 
regarded as being on the quiet side, 
the A.F.A. threw a convention that seems 
certain to stand as a sort of monument, 
even in Houston, The opening proceed- 
ed along fairly well-established patterns. 
It even had an unidentified lady guest 
at a reception falling into a fountain— 
the Carl Milles fountain at the city’s 
Museum of Fine Arts, where “Nude De- 
scending a Staircase” was on view. 
THE ASSEMBLY PICKED UP 
momentum with field trips by bus to 
view art collections in the homes of Miss 


re 


Marcel Duchamp and “Nude Descending a Staircase.” 


Ima Hogg, Mr. and Mrs.’ John de Menil 
and Mr. and Mrs. Robert D. Straus, in 
and near Houston. 


Then a large part of the group took 
to the air. In five chartered planes, 142 
visitors made a one-day tour of museums 
and special exhibitions at San Antonio, 
Dallas and Fort Worth. At Dallas; they 
also viewed the Mr. and Mrs. Stanley 
Marcus collection, and at Fort Worth, 
the collections of the Robert F. Wind- 
fohrs and the Andrew P. Fullers. 


Most of the private collections were of 
contemporary American and European 
paintings of impressive number and 
scope. Paintings by Picasso, Braque, 
O’Keefe, Rouault, Ensor, Klee, Chagall 
—the list could go on and on, and it 
would include major works by practical- 
ly everybody who is anybody in modern 
art. These are all backstopped by fine 
collections of earlier classics in the 
museums, And on every hand is the 
rich outpouring of new Texas paint- 
ing, sculpture and graphic arts. 

The forimal sessions, centered about 
the theme, “The Perpetual Discovery,” 
kept returning to the questions that are 
of increasing concern among artists to- 
day—-Is non-objective and abstract art 
becoming academic? Is the artist turning 


o 


again to the world about him for sub- 
ject matter? These discussions—by art 
historians, art dealers, psychologists and 
artists—will be reported on in this space 
next Sunday. 


THE PREVIQGUS IDEA of a 
thumping big convention in A.F.A. 
circles was its 250 persons two years ago 
at Des Moines—an all-time record in its 
58-year history. At Houston, the regis- 
tration reached around 700 persons on 
the second day, and by the third day it 
hit the stratosphere, more than 1400. 
About 60 per cent were Texans. 


Two major revelations stand out in 
what happened at Houston: 

1. The tremendous attendance at a 
convention given over to serious dis- 
cussions of art, and to the viewing of 
hundreds of works of art, is the most 
striking of many recent indications that 
art has attained new stature in public 
interest. This, while offering material 
benefits to artists, will also confront 
them with hard decisions. They will 
have to decide whether to cater to this 
broadened taste, even though it is a 
more educated taste than in the past, 
or will continue to strike out for them- 
selves, letting taste follow as best it can. 

2. Texas is becoming a formidable 
reservoir of major works of art, and a 
strong new breed of Texas artists is 
gaining importance. 


IN THIS CONTEXT, the “Nude 
Descending a Staircase” took on spe- 
cial meaning, a symbol of that great 
year when popular taste made its first 
jolting contact with modern art in this 
country, and of possible jolts to come. 
The painting, which the writer Julian 
Street described as “an explosion in a 
shingle factory,” was part of a large 
show of works at Houston by Marcel 
Duchamp and his two brothers, Painter 
Jacques Villon and Sculptor Raymond 
Duchamp-Villon. The same show had 
been on view earlier at the Solomon R. 
Guggenheim Museum in New York City, 
and was booked into Houston to coin- 
cide with the convention, 


Although Duchamp has not painted 
since 1923, his works remain unique and 
his ideas remain enormously influential. 
“IT have always had a horror of being a 
‘professional’ painter,” he once said. 
“The minute you become that you are 
lost.” As James Johnson Sweeney 
writes in the show catalogue, Duchamp 
felt that what the twentieth century 
needed was a new hospitality to the mind 
on the part of the artist and the public. 
“The great aim of my life,” he quotes 
the artist, “has been a reaction against 
taste.”

Return of the Troubadours 


Growing Audience Now Hears Literature on Records 


By RUFUS TERRAL 


THE WANDERING troubadour has 
wandered back again, after seven cen- 
turies. This time his music is the music 
of language and the speaking voice 
alone, and he has captured with it an 
audience far larger and more varied 
than he ever knew in medieval France 
and Italy. 


These modern-day troubadours are 
distinguished poets and short-story writ- 
ers and novelists, critics, teachers and 
essayists, actors and actresses of the 
stage and screen and television, tellers 
of fairy tales, humorists, ministers, 
painters, architects, historians, play- 
wrights, biographers and philosophers. 

While English primarily is spoken, 
they also speak in French, Spanish, Ger- 
man and Gaelic, for audiences in this 
country as well as abroad. Their voices, 
brought within earshot of all through 
the medium of phonograph records, are 
finding wide audience among people 
hungry for the beauty of the spoken 
word—not only students and teachers 
and the college-trained, but people of 
all sorts and stations. 


An elderly woman wrote on brown 
wrapping paper, with many misspell- 
ings, to tell Caedmon Publishers, .the 
leading exclusive producers of spoken- 
word records, how much it had meant to 
her to hear Dylan Thomas, the Welsh- 
man whom some find obscure, reading 
his own poems. A dentist, enthralled by 
Thomas's first poetry-reading record, 
wrote to offer $100 for the privilege of 
owning a second. 


‘‘DYLAN THOMAS?’’ exclaimed 
a clerk in one of the largest record stores 
in New York. “We can't get enough of 
him. Why, he moves damn near as fast 
as Toscanini.” 


Many record companies are taking 
part in this amazing renaissance of love 
for the spoken language. Columbia, the 
world’s second largest record company, 
under the inspiration of its executive 
vice president Goddard Lieberson has 
issued a set of 12 longplaying records 
entitled “The Writer as Reader.” Decca 
has praduced on records several fine 
poetic plays, among them Christopher 
Fry’s memorable “The Lady’s Not for 
Burning,” and, in collaboration with the 
American Book Co., a school text pub- 
lisher, has issued an extensive children’s 
literature series, featuring noted actors. 

The Library of Congress and the Wi- 
dener Library of Harvard University are 
systematically recording readings by 
foremost living writers. But Caedmon 
femains the most aggressive, imagina- 
tive, and dedicatedly non-commercial in 
approach among the commercial compa- 
nies—and the most successful. 

Named after the first English poet to 
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leave his name to posterity, Caedmon 
was started only five years ago by two 
23-year-old girls with a capital of $2500, 
and has sold more than a‘million dol- 
lars’ worth of poetry, literary readings, 
and plays. Marianne Roney Mantell and 
Barbara Cohen found that “we have hit 
upon something for which there is not 
only a market but a need.” 

‘‘WE WON THE MARKET by not 
pandering to it but by producing what we 
ourselves wanted to hear,” says Mrs. 
Mantell. “Anything we really love sells. 
The more serious a recording is, the bet- 
ter it sells, regardless of what anyone 
tells you about popular taste. 

“We have gotten letters from people 
in the Dakotas, who obviously had dif- 
ficulty in joining letters together to 
form words, telling us how they sit 
around the phonograph at night and lis- 
ten to Milton’s ‘Lycidas.’ This is in- 
credible and heartwarming. 

“The most fascinating things we have 
learned is that there is among the non- 
intellectual population a real feeling for 
good poetry, the same kind of feeling 
that made the Homeric epics a popular 
heritage, which makes the Sanskrit epics 
part of the fabric of the illiterate peon 
in India today.” 

Thanks to the emerging phenomenon 

in which the young owners of Caedmon 
have shown so firm and well-founded a 
faith, it is now possible to become more 
than fairly well-read without ever read- 
ing a-line. 
SEAN O’CASEY can be_ heard 
reading from his plays beside his own 
hearth in Devon, to the occasional 
popping of the fire and the whistling of 
a rural train. Their own poems are read 
by Carl Sandburg, W. H. Auden, Walter 
de la Mare, T. S. Eliot, Robert Frost, 
Robert Graves, Marianne Moore, Wal- 
lace Stevens, William Carlos Williams, 
Allen Tate, Robert Penn Warren, Robin- 
son Jeffers, Vachel Lindsay, Archibald 
MacLeish and e. e. cummings. 

Judith Anderson reads the poems of 
Edna St. Vincent Millay; Vincent Price 
the poéms of Shelley, Herbert Marshall

clesiastes. 


SIMULTANEOUS publication of 
a work of literature in book form and 
on records is an innovation with exciting 
possibilities which Caedmon explored 
with Katherine Anne Porter's short 
novel, “Pale Horse, Pale Rider,’ and— 
with ,the record form limited to selec- 
tions—Sir Osbert Sitwell’s “‘Wrack at 
Tidesend.” This spring Caedmon ex- 
pects to bring out a record of the sound- 
track from the Stratford, Ontario, film 
of Sophocles’s “Oedipus Rex,” seen here 
recently at the Shady Oak, in the Wil- 
liam Butler Yeats translation. 
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From among the voices of history 
come those of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
asking Congress for the declaration of 
war, Henry Cabot Lodge _ speaking 
against entry of the United States into 
the League of Nations, William Jennings 
Bryan expounding his views on immor- 
tality. 

If to this large and growing library 
of spoken records there is added the 
contribution of talking books fér the 
blind, produced by the American Foun- 
dation for the Blind in collaboration 
with the Library of Congress and dis- 
tributed in St. Louis by the Wolfner 
Memorial Library, at 3844 Olive street, 
a part of the public library system, the 
list becomes impressive indeed.

For the catalogue of the talking books 
alone, available only to the blind, runs 
to more than 250 pages and embraces 
works of every category. 

IF THERE IS further added the 
cultural literature on electronic tape, 
pre-eminently that of World Tapes for 
Education; a project for students and 
teachers to foster peace through under- 
standing, the list becomes truly for- 
midable—but that is a story in itself. 

It is an engaging paradox that in the 
era of the riveter, the jet engine, the 
sonic boom and the automobile horn, 
there still has never been so much to 
make human beings grateful that they 
have ears to hear with. 

For a voice is a measure of a man 
or of his art. History would take on new 
meaning and fresh reality for us if we 
could hear on records the voices of 
Shakespeare or Charlemagne, Michael- 
angelo or Socrates or Lincoln or Coper- 
nicus.

Classical Records 


SMETANA’S ‘“‘BARTERED BRIDE,’’ a comic 
opera with a plausible story and a sparkling musical score, is 
given a satisfying performance by a group of artists from the 
Slovenian National Opera. All the parts are well cast and 
though the names of the principals will mean nothing to Amer- 
ican readers it is only fair that a few of them should be men- 
tioned, Miro Brajnik, the tenor, sings the role of Jenik in a 
virile, romantic spirit to which his plangent, clearly focused 
voice is admirably suited. Vilma Bukovetz, who is also an 
excellent artist and singer has the role of Marenka and Latko 
Koroshetz, a comedian with a voice both powerful and flexible, 
is the marriage broker. The choral numbers are “hearty” 
rather than exuberant but this is a matter of calculated style. 
The conductor, Dimitri Gebre, handles all the forces involved 
with excellent precision and good judgment as to pace and 


volume. (Epic, Three 12-inch LPSs with Czech and English 
libretto.) 


THE HUDDERSFIELD CHORAL SOCIETY, one 
of the top choirs of Great Britain, is the center of interest in a 
recording of Handel's “Israel in Egypt.” Also involved are the 
Liverpool Philharmonic Orchestra and three soloists, Richard 
Lewis, tenor, Elsie Morison, soprano, and Monica Sinclair, con- 
tralto. Everybody does a good job in this recording, inc!uding 
the engineers, but it is the choral writing which is so vigorously 
sung that makes the work interesting. This is distinguished 
for its ingenuity in the handling of contrapuntal forms, its 
variety of mood and its hearty, fresh Handelian spirit. 

Not surprisingly the work is most impressive in the second 
half when the children of Israel, having escaped from their 
Egyptian bondage, are giving thanks for their delivery and 
going in for a general bout of jubilation. Nobody is better 
than Handel in giving musical expression to hosannas and 
hallelujahs. (Angel, Two 12-inch LPs.) 

THE VAUGHAN WILLIAMS SYMPHONY No. 4, 
as played by the New York Philharmonic Orchestra under Di- 
mitri Mitropoulos, is a turbulent and often murky outpouring 
of sound which should interest musicians more than the gen- 
erality of music lovers. This composer’s music is more engag- 
ing when it is bathed in the dew of the English countryside. 
The performance is a robust one. Mitropoulos does not under- 
take to soften or smooth the jagged contours. Sound reproduc- 
tion is excellent. (Columbia, One 12-inch LP.) 

KHACHATURIAN AND KABALEVSKY, two of 
Soviet Russia’s leading composers, function as conductors in a 
recording of the Khachaturian Piano Concerto in D Flat and 
the Kabalevsky Piano Concerto No. 3. Lev Oborin and the 
now famous Emil Gilels are the soloists in the order given. 
(Westminster, One 12-inch LP.) The Khachaturian work 
relies on its motor rhythms for its appeal although it has a 
quite effective nocturne-like slow movement whose quality is 
largely lost because of the dull sound of the recording. Gilels 
overcomes this handicap more effectively in his performance 
of the Kabalevsky work which is quite mellifluous. The tune- 
fulness of its material is not unlike that of many a Broadway 
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musical comedy. 
THE PIANIST CARL 


SEEMANN and the violinist 


Wolfgang Schneiderhan are paired in another set of Mozart 
sonatas for piano and violin: E Minor (K.304), G Major (K.301) 


and E-Flat Major (K.380),

Popular Records 


RODGERS AND HAM- 
MERSTEIN =§havent hit 
the best seller list with an 
original-cast recording of a 
new collaboration since “‘The 
King and IJ.” Public accept- 
ance of the recorded scores 
of “Me and Juliet” and ‘Pipe 
Dream” was lukewarm, main- 
ly because neither was larded 
with melodies that caught 
the fancy of those who whistle 
while they work. The same 
fate may be in store, and for 
the same reason, for the music 
of the recent television ver- 
sion of “Cinderella.” 

The songs are well made 
but they are no more than 
echoes of previous R and H 
compositions. But though 
they sound like a composer 
imitating himself they are 
certainly well sung in this 
record by a hand-picked cast 
containing the appealing Julie

Lady”), Edith Adams from 
“Li'l Abner,” Kaye Ballard, 
Alice Ghostley and _ Ilka 
Chase. 


The singing of John Cypher, 
the Prince Charming and de- 
scribed as a discovery of the 
composers, is not overly im- 


pressive. But his Cinderella 
(Miss Andrews) is persuasive 
enough to carry their duets 
“Ten Minutes Ago” and “Do 
I Love You Because Youre 
Beautiful.” ‘Columbia, 12- 
inch LP.) 


HARP PLAYING on 
records can quickly lose its 
fascination unless it is by an 
expert. Virtuosity is needed 
to draw attention from the 
limited tonal coloring of the 
instrument. Robert Maxwell 
is a harpist with enough 
technique and musical] insight 
to keep interest alive through 


an entire recording. And he 
usually supplies a generous 
measure of original composi- 
tions. Five of these are in 
his fourth M-G-M recording, 


appropriately titled “Zing! 
Went the Strings of My 
Heart.” They are “Manhat- 


tan Skyline,” a reflective tone 
picture; “One Over Easy,” a 
swing exercise with wood 
block accompaniment; ‘The 
Little General,” “Shadows of 
Old Vienna” and “Punchinel- 
lo.’

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A Problem for Symphony 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN } 


AT A TIME of crisis in the affairs of the St. Louls Sym- 
phony Society the group of civic leaders known as Civie 
Progress, Inc. enlisted actively in an effort to place symphonie 
music on a sounder economic footing. This intervention was 
timely and salutary. The morale of the veteran supporters of 
the orchestra was re-stimulated and the future of the orchestra 
seemed more hopeful than it had for many years. In conse- 
quence of a renewed vitality the maintenance fund workers 
actually raised more than the designated quota. 

Since then the cost of operating the orchestra has risen 
steadily over a two-year period; but the means of raising the 
necessary additional funds has by no means increased propor- 
tionately. On the contrary some former supporters have re- 
laxed their vigilance and some have even decreased their 
contributions in the apparent belief that the symphony was 
safe for all time. 
ACTUALLY THE FUNDS in hand, or safely pledged, 
were never more than enough to meet current expenses and 
the necessary commitments for the immediate future. Such 
matters as a pension fund and an endowment fund which 
would naturally be considerations in any long term planning, 
could hardly be thought of. All the energies of the symphony 
organization have been needed to maintain its solvency. 

This is still a free country and nobody should be coerced 

into supporting anything that he doesn't believe in and whose 
existence means nothing to him. Certainly nobody should be 
bludgeoned into giving of his time or money to music if he 
doesn't like music and doesn’t acknowledge the need of it for 
himself, his community or his posterity. When a bludgeon 
has to be used the cause is already hopeless. 
I SUGCEST, HOWEVER, that the number of people 
who respond to good music in one way or another is large 
enough and has enough means to support symphonic music in 
St. Louis and assure its future, At first glance the attendance 
figures would not support this claim. Audiences have not in- 
creased in proportion to the growth of the metropolitan com- 
munity. These figures, however, do not accurately reflect the 
number of musically interested persons who satisfy their in- 
terest by occasional attendance at concert, or by phonograph 
music or by radio concerts. This group would include many 
persons who value the orchestra but will not take subscription 
tickets because they do not want to commit themselves to reg- 
ular attendance. They are comparable to citizens who do not 
use other facilities—such as those of the public libraries—with 
any regularity, but who would be shocked if such facilities 
were not available when wanted. 


THE PAY-AS-YOU-GO attitude is understandable; but 
it is based on the assumption that publicly performed sym- 
phony music is a commodity whose steady supply will always 
be maintained by the impersonal forces of the market place. 
It would be closer to the realities of the situation if it were 
assumed that the maintenance of symphonic music was a col- 
lective enterprise. Its direct effect of its operation is limited 
to a relatively small number. Its indirect effect, both in space 
and in time, is incalculable. 

Those who are part of the enterprise, whether regularly 
or occasionally, are the ones who must keep it going. Many 
such can afford no more than the purchase of tickets. Others, 
more fortunately placed, have been carrying a larger share of 
the cost. 

THERE 1S NO WAY of altering this system of paying 
according to one’s means rather than paying for what one 
gets in the form of musical merchandise. It would seem 
therefore that members of the enterprise who insist on a 
strict quid-pro-quo when spending their time or money for 
symphonic music are not really being fair to themselves. They 
are endangering an institution that has importance for them- 
selves, their friends and their children. 

It is conceivable that St. Louis does not have the will or 
the means to defray the necessary costs of symphonic music; 
and that the orchestra is now being kept alive by artificial 
respiration. It would be a supremely ironic turn of affairs, 
however, if the orchestra were lost or seriously injured be- 


cause too many music lovers had misunderstood their own 
relationship to the enterprise,

(AP)—Thirty years ago, young 
William G. Bonelli taught po- 
litical science at Occidental 
College and wondered if he 
could put into practice his 
theories of good government. 

Today, he is “Big Bill” 
Bonelli, once one of the most 
powerful men in California, now 
a fugitive in Mexico charged 
with political corruption. 

What path led from political 
idealist to a fugitive? 

During his meteoric rise from 
college campus to _ political 
power, this statement was at- 
tributed to Bonelli: 

“T learned things that weren't 
in the books.” 

Bill Bonelli was born on his 
father’s cattle ranch near King- 
man, Ariz., 61 years ago. But he 
wasn’t content with the life of 
a cowboy. He worked his way 
through college, collecting 
degrees at the University of 
Southern California, Occidental 
College and Southwestern Uni- 
versity. He became a professor 
at Occidental in 1922. 

That became the springboard 
of his political career. He was 
admirably equipped for success. 
He was a lawyer, doctor of 
philosophy in jurisprudence, 
and impressive in figure and 
personality. He was shrewd, 
forceful and ambitious. 

His First Political Office. 


Assembly in 1931. In 1935 he 
became State Director of Pro- 
fessional and Vocational Stand- 
ards. 

In 1938 he was elected to the 
State Board of Equalization 
which had the powerful dual 
role of supervising the state's 
tax svstem and administering 
its liquor laws. 

One of Bonelli’s first acts as 
a member of was to put across 
a resolution limiting the num- 
ber of liquor licenses that could 
be issued. The new basis was on 
a population ratio—one license 
to 1000 population in each of 
three liquor classifications. 

As a result, licenses which 
carried a top annual state fee of 
$525 soon were being sold in 
the open market at prices up to 
$20,000. 

Bonelli hadn’t been on the 
Board of Equalization a year be- 
fore the first big storm broke. 
Los Angeles District Attorney 
Buron Fitts charged there was 
a $10,000,900-a-year liquor czar 
payoff racket. 

Among Seven Indicted. 

Fitts said shakedowns had 
been aimed at distilleries and 
at bars. Bonelli was reputed to 
have acquired $130,000 in ranch 
holdings. But Bonelli said he

Encouraging Spring, 


Rain Above Normal 


By Leonard Hall 


HE rains that came early last week were our heaviest 

in several years, with the rain gauge on the fence 

showing well over three inches in one period of 48 
hours, This was enough to fill the ponds and send the 
creeks out of their banks 
to cover the bottomland 
fields. The flood came 
swirling over our low- 
water bridge across Saline 
Creek in a rushing torrent, 
making the streams im- 
passable for most of two 
days and marooning every- 
one who lives on the far 
side. At the peak of the 
rise, the high water made 
a miniature river out of 
the county road so that 
John Akers, our mailman, 
had to detour around by 
the highway. Water-gaps 
were washed away and 
farm work in the rain- 
soaked fields will be long 
delayed. In a few places 
where steep ground was 
freshly plowed or lying fallow, some damage was caused 
where terraces gave way to start small ditches. 

On the whole, however, we are convinced that the 
havoc caused by high water is far less than when we came 
to Belleview Valley 10 years ago. This is due in part to 
better land use, including more terraced fields and a larger 
acreage seeded to good grass cover. There have been no 
bad forest fires on Buford Mountain for several years and 
this is another factor in slowing the run-off. Finally, al- 
though I know many farmers won’t agree with this, I be- 
lieve that the heavy cover of willows and sycamores which 
grew along the gravel bars during the dry years is a help. 
Instead of rushing down in a torrent that carries every- 
thing before it, the power of the current is slowed. And 
whiles the stream may spread out as wide as ever, it has 
less power to cut channels through the fields and carries 
a smaller load of gravel and silt. 


* 


The important thing is, however, that we are 
starting the season with rainfall which is above 
normal. This will encourage the growth of crops 
and pastures. It will increase the flow of springs, 
keep the streams running and insure an ample sup- 
ply of pond water for weeks to come. Thus it is, 
despite delays in farm work and the extra chores 
required to mend fences and patch water-gaps, the 
most encouraging spring for farmers in our area 
since the drouth began six years ago.

@ EVEN THE ARRIVAL of new baby calves at Possum 
Trot on one of the rainiest days did not worry us too much. 
One heifer presented us with her first youngster, a fine 
bull calf which looks as though it should have a real future 
ahead of it. 

The second calf was a beautiful little heifer which we 
did not discover until evening when her mother turned up 
missing at the feed bunks where the rest of the herd was 
munching their ration of grain and hay.. This sent me on 
a search and I soon found the calf tucked away under one 
of the multiflora rose hedges well out of the wind. By 
this time the weather had cleared. The calf was dry and 
had obviously nursed, so we decided to leave it. Next morn- 
ing, with the sun shining, we turned the other calf out and 
now the two of them are bouncing around the pasture with 
the older calves. The _ horses, incidentally, can make a 
good living on the grass well ahead of the time we turn out 
the cattle. During the cold spell they would turn up at 
the barnlot gate every second or third day, nickering for 
a feed of oats. Once the cold rains were over, they headed 
for the pasture to stay. This week I will oil the saddles, 
put on a set of new cinches, and when the fields dry up a 
bit we will put the old girls to work.

This business of spring in the Ozarks is always 
touch and go and we never admit it is here until 
we have had a few clear and balmy days. Yet the 
peach trees are about to bloom and the wildflowers 
make progress each day. Over last weekend we 
hiked along the bluff and found great masses of 
creamy white bloodroot. And there are others 
pushing up through the carpet of brown oak leaves 
or clinging to crevices in the limestone rock.

@ WE HAVE FOUND the first hepaticas, anemone and 
anemonella. Dutchman’s breeches are blooming, along with 
the earliest trout lilies. Trilliums are budding and there 


are spring beauty, dentaria or toothwort and the first vio- 
lets. Bluebells and May apples are pushing up, while out 


in the fields are carpets of Johnny-pump-ups and little 
bluets. We always enjoy examining these tiny flowers for 
the golden cross at the center which serves as a target f6ér 
the pollinating insects, although this flower also has an 
interesting inner mechanism to make _ cross-pollination 
doubly certain. Half the flowers have long stamens and 
short pistils and half have the reverse. The long stamens 
produce large pollen grains which will act only on long 
pistils, while the short.stamens produce small pollen grains 
that fertilize only the short pistils. As the insect goes 
from flower to flower sipping nectar, small pollen grains 
stick to the lower end of its proboscis and larger grains to 
the upper end. With this arrangement the large grains 
brush off on the long stigma and the small grains are thrust 
deep into the flower to reach the short stigma. Thus does 
Nature work with precision to accomplish her purposes. 

Each day sees more birds arriving. At almost a”y 
hour we can look up to glimpse a half dozen blue-wir Zed 
(yal woic«ing from pond to pond. And on several occasions 
we have watched a band of beautifully colored cedar wax- 
wings which use the same tree each day. Here they perch 
and swoop out in a flight which resembles the flycatchers, 
except that it also resembles a tumbling act as the birds 
dart, high into the air and then fold their wings to drop into 
a glide which carries them back to their tree. With all 
these signs, there seems little doubt that spring is just 
sround the corner. 


Married Students at Missouri U. 


The Old Order Changeth: College Life on Family Plan 


Now a Commonplace at Columbia-"Youth Growing Up Sooner’

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 13 

N February 12, 1925, an 
0 All-America tackle named 

Century Milstead was sus- 
pended from “Yale University 
for having violated a rule for- 
bidding undergraduates to mar- 
ry. Ten years later, the girl 
editor and boy business man- 
ager of Savitar, University of 
Missouri yearbook, made head- 
lines by getting married before 
graduation. It was most un- 
usual. 


This year, Mary Bush, wife 
of Jack, took two weeks away 
from her class here at Missouri 
U. to have her second baby. 
Her instructor was quite sym- 
pathetic about her taking time 
off and although her husband 
lost some sleep, he, too, was 
able to keep up with his school 
work. 


The old order changeth and 
what it has given way to is 
something that rocks most old 
grads back on their heels. Not 
only are husband, wife, father, 
mother students a common- 
place on the campus, but most 
big universities are going out 
of their way to make college 
life on the family plan as at- 
tractive as possible. 

Mary and Jack Bush, for ex- 
ample, live in University Vil- 
lage, an attractive modern 
housing project with 168 apart- 
ments for married students, 
preferably parents. This, plus 
154 temporary apartments, still 
does not meet the housing 
needs, because 1867, or one out 
of every five of the 9676 stu- 
dents at the state university, 
are married. 

There are almost as many 
married men on the campus as 
there are fraternity men and 
this fact is indicative of a new 
type of college student; more 
settled, more mature, more seri- 
ous than the Joe College of 
another generation. The trend 
toward younger mafriages — 
average age now 20 for bride, 
22 for groom — plus the un- 
certainties of peace and prep- 
arations for wars have brought 
about the change. 
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OUTH of today feel they 
are called upon to grow 
up sooner and face 
worldly responsibilities earlier,” 
says Dr. Robert W. Habenstein, 
associate professor of sociology 
at the University of Missouri. 
“They are called upon to en- 
ter the armed services, to fly 
jet planes, to make political 
decisions, to make career deci- 
sions, and to be _ responsible 
citizens at an earlier age than 
ever before. 

“We can expect that today’s 
youth will want to enjoy adult 
privileges as well as accept adult 
responsibilities.” 

While not all parents approve 
their children’s marrying while 
in college, most parents are 
lenient and often continue fi- 
nancial aid, with the result, as 
Dr. Habenstein concludes, that 
“eollege marriages are here to 
stav.” 

The appearance of married 
couples on the M.U. campus oc- 
curred almost over night when 
war veterans began entering 
college in 1946. Their need for 
housing led to trailer camps, 
temporary quarters, and finally 
to today’s University Village, 
which, on a smaller scale, looks 
much like Manhasset, Audubon 
Park or any other apartment 
project for young married peo- 
ple. 

University Village {is located 
just off Stewart road in what 
old graduates will recall as the 
woods behind the Kappa Sig 
and S.A.E. houses. If he strolls 
from door to door in the vil- 
lage—nimbly dodging tricycles 
and kiddie cars—the old grad 
will be even more openmouthed 
at the sights than he was at 
the statistics. 

Escorted by M.U. housing di- 
rector Robert P. (Bob) Lee, we 
called on Loretta Boxdorfer, 
who was putting her 8-month- 
old baby girl, Cindy, in bed 
for her nap. Loretta and her 
hushand, Melvin met at the 
Student Union and, as Loretta 
recalls, “talked a lot about mar- 
riage, but about other people, 
not ourselves.” Then they were 
married, between Loretta’s 
junior and senior years.

Lhe June Loretta received 
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her degree from the school 

of Journalism, just before her 
baby was born. This June, Mel- 
vin will graduate in Business 
and Professional Administra- 
tion, and their future plans are 
uncertain. 

“If we move to Kansas City, 
where my family lives, I'll go

T. LOUIS, for many years 
§ the home of Murphy and 

Schultz, of Chong and Gon- 
zales and Pierre and Czarnecki, 
is weaving new names into its 
bright tapestry of national and 
racial cultures. Names such as 
Good Thunder and Pretty Bear, 
Kingbird and Tonkama. 

They belong to American In- 
dians who have left their re- 
servation to live side by side 
with the French and the Span- 
ish, the Germans and the Irish 
and the Czechoslovakians. They 
make up St. Louis’s newest in- 
flux of families with a distinct 
culture and tradition of their 
own, but anxious to be ab- 
sorbed into the life of a big 
industrial city 

Until recently, many of them 
lived on tribal reservations, 
surrounded by their own peo- 
ple and following customs 
passed down from generation 
to generation. Now, by their 
own request, they have been 
transplanted into an alien cul- 
ture, and the Bureau of In- 
dian Affairs is attempting to 
make that transplanting as 
painless and as happy as pos- 
sible, hoping that still another 
racial strain will take root in 
St. Louis and become a part of 
its life. 

I 

HE parade from reservation 
T to city, which has brought 

276 Indians into St. Louis in 
the past year, is a relocation 
project sponsored by the Feder- 
al Government and authorized 
by Congress in 1952. The most 
recent legislative milestone in 
a Series of acts passed for the 
Indians’ benefit. This came in 
the wake of World War II and 
the Korean conflict when many 
Indians, after military service 
or employment in defense 
plants, couldn't readjust to res- 
ervation life. 

Only about 20 of those who 
have come to St. Louis have 
given up in discouragement or 
homesickness and have gone 
back to their familiar life. The 
rest are making their way hap- 
pily through the intricacies of 
a strange society. 

St. Louis is one of the major 
points where Bureau officials 
have established machinery to 
arrange for relocation and as- 
sist the incoming families in 
matters of housing and employ- 
ment, as well as the personal 
services necessary to integrate 
them into an industrial world. 
Mrs. Eudora Reed heads the 
St. Louis office, located in the 
New Federal Building. 

Into this office every day 
come men, women and children, 
with the straight jet hair, the 
dark eyes, the high cheekbones

which are the physical attri- 
butes of those of Indian blood. 
Though they long ago adopted 
the dress of the white man, the 
vivid hues in the clothes worn 
by many of the newcomers re- 
flect the love of color which is 
traditional with the American 
Indian. Most of those who 
have been processed through 
the St. Louis office are full- 
blooded Indians. Many of them 
have Anglicized their names 
but others still are known by 
the picturesque names drawn 
from the world of nature in 
keeping with their tribal cus- 
jtoms.

Since 1945 the nationalists plotted revolution, but they 


struck only a year ago—when they received arms. 


Where do the arms come 
from? A handful from President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s stockpile, 
the rest from professional arms 
merchants, 


They have a shotgun or target 
pistol in their windows, but 
their major sales are hardly 
sporting. In Salonika you can 
buy a British Sten, in Alexan- 
dria a Wehrmacht flame-throw- 
er, in Marseilles a plastic 
“sticky” bomb to paste on a 
ship’s hull, 


These weapons, stolen or lost 
by World War II armies, were 
collected by the arms merchants 
who, with a sense of history, 
knew time would bring new 
customers. 

Thanks to the cold war, the 
arms merchants acquired con- 
siderable American weapons. 
Crates of United States carbines 
for the Greek army vanished 
from the Pireus docks. Machine- 
guns were unloaded onto the 
“wrong” lighter at Amsterdam 
and disappeared. Sneak thieves 
snatched rifles from barracks in 
Turkey, Yugoslavia, Luxemburg. 

Who pays for the arms? The 
Arab pashas, beys, shieks, sul- 
tans and emirs, rich with oil 
royalties, underwrite anti- 
French rebels. Greek million- 
aires in Athens, New York and 
Monte Carlo finance the Cyprus 
terror. 
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OW are the arms delivered? 
H From warehouses in friendly 

Egypt and Lebanon some go 
by blockade-running small boats, 
some by camel caravan across 
unguarded desert borders, some 
are flown to isolated strips or 
parachuted to mountain hide- 
outs. Several flyers, ex-military 
pilots, were recently killed when 
patrolling jets clobbered their 
lumbering transports. 


One flyer, Brandy Henry, has 
smuggled everything from ciga- 
rettes to guns since 1946, when 
he left the United States Air 
Corps. During the war in Lon- 
don he won his nickname by 
substituting brandy for water. 

Born 33 years ago in Iowa, he 
can order dinner in French, 
Spanish, German, Italian and 
Arabic. He is 5 feet 10, muscled 
like a light-heavyweight and has 
a brown crew-cut, sleepy eyes 
and a slightly broken nose. He 
favors tweeds and flannels. 

Brandy leads a dangerous 
life. He was shot at in Tangier, 
ordered executed in Damascus, 
jailed in Genoa. During a re- 
cent week he dated a Parisian 
sculptress, a Roman ballet danc- 
er, an ex-Greek princess. 

His career would make an ad- 
venture movie—“Yank Smug- 
gier in Arabia.” It could begin 
with this typical operation: 

A few months ago he was sip- 


ping a milky green pernod at 
Beirut’s Hotel St. Georges, now 
his home, when an Arab agent; 
an old friend, approached and 
asked directly: “Interested in 
a Touggourt delivery?” 

Touggourt is at the foothills 
of Algeria’s Atlas Saharien 
mountains, now held by guer- 
rillas. A dangerous delivery 
... Dut... they quickly agreed 
on a fee—$1000.

WO days later Brandy, pilot- 
T ing a loaded DC-3, stopped 

at a “friendly” Libyan field. 
Next morning he crossed the 
desert into Algeria. Brandy cir- 
cled a valley marked on his map, 
flying like a roller coaster in 
prearranged signal. The secret 
landing field took shape below 
as a blind of sand and brush 
clumps were pushed aside. 

Burnoosed youths camou- 
flaged the wings with dirt 
smeared burlap. They unload- 
ed guns, mortars, shells and 
mines that have filled French 
hospitals with amputees. Near- 
by Brandy saw barefoot Arabs 
receiving rifle instruction from 
unhappy French Legionnaires. 
Their escort explained: “We 
put our prisoners to work.” 

Brandy dined with the guer- 
rilla chief on cous-cous pan- 


cakes, goat and fried grass- 
hoppers. 

At dawn the plane, fueled 
with gas “liberated” from a 
French dump, took off as 
veiled women and guerrillas 
waved. The next’ evening 


Brandy had cocktails at the St. 
Georges. 

The French would like to 
grab Brandy; the guillotine 
would cut on his collar line. 
Brandy is not concerned. “In

my business,” he says, “death 
is an occupational hazard.” 

I met Henry in 1947 when 
the bellhop in-my Baghdad Ho- 
tel told me there was one 
other American guest, very 
sick. I found Brandy limp with 
amoebic dysentery. Baghdad 
had no proper drugs and, lack- 
ing passport, he could not ap- 
peal to our embassy. I 
scrounged medicine from the 
embassy dispensary and soon 
he was eating chicken pilau 
and drinking arrack. 

He long ago paid the favor 
by giving me the kind of leads 
a reporter doesn’t get from 
press attaches. He knows the 
inside and underground of the 
Middle East better than all the 
diplomatic cocktail and _ tea- 
party spies from Whitehall to 
Pennsylvania avenue.

I have want- 
ed to leave him but have 
stayed for the sake of the 
children. But now I'm 
wondering how good a 
home is for children where 
there is constant quarrel- 
ing, where they may see 
their mother beaten and 
where their father is fair- 
ly indifferent to them. He is always threatening to walk 
out but claims to be staying because I couldn’t support 
the children alone. I have made up my mind that if he 
ever strikes me again to call the police. I have only one 
relative who might be able to take us ‘in if I left with 
the children. My parents had a hard time and there is 
no room for us and besides they wouldn’t be very sympa- 
thetic as they really didn’t want me to marry him anyway. 
Is there any shelter for a woman such as I with two 
small children or any place I could turn for help? I have 
no money and am not good at office work so I don’t know 
what kind of job I could get but neither would I want 
charity.

I wonder on what basis the counselor told you that 
these problems were of your own making. Without any 
desire to seem unsympathetic, I would like to ask whether 
you have honestly tried to figure out what part—if any— 
you have played in this constant bickering. Does your hus- 
band always start the arguments? Do you give him any 
reason to get argumentative, and when he does say some- 
thing ugly and critical, do you take up the cudgel and 
keep the battle going? Now, don’t misunderstand me and 
assume that I’m on his side in this matter. To strike a 
woman is a despicable thing and no matter what the 
provocation, he has no right to be abusive. Further, you 
have every right to demand respect and ordinary decent 
treatment. But before you walk out, I think you should try 
to look at the situation as objectively as possible, go back 
over the circumstances of your last quarrel, and see if 
somehow you might have avoided it. Don’t destroy your 
marriage without talking again to a counselor at such 
an agency as Family and Children’s Service or the Pastoral 
Counseling Service of the Metropolitan Church Federation.

More than 50 years ago I lived with my grandmother 
in the basement of a dilapidated tenement house on 
the East Side of New York City. Lived? We “existed.” 
The three rooms we occupied were dark, damp and 
smelly. | was 9 years old, frail and sickly, a target for 
tuberculosis germs. I kept complaining to Grandma 
Esther, “Aw, I'll bet we'll never get out of this base- 
ment.”

“How many times I have been reminded of this 
through more than half a century! Like late in Oc- 
tober, 1929.

me so much joy. Then my grandmother's words came 
back to me. 

Two months later I was doing my regular television 
show —— an hour every fourth Sunday. Since then | 
have done more than 300 broadcasts, at least 60 tele- 
vision shows. | have made personal appearances in 
city after city. Last but not least, I have answered 
many letters from discouraged people, individuals 
who felt their particular world had come to an end 

And though I finish most of these letters with those 
vital, philosophical words of my grandmother, | hope 
you who read this will always remember, “When 
you're down, there’s only one place to go — up!”

Many general patients do, too 


More patients 
who shouldn't 
be in...

As you read this, there are thousands of 
patients in general hospitals across the 
U. S. who do not belong there. 

The exact number of these “patients 
who shouldn't be in” is not known. By 
conservative estimate, it is at least 20,000 
— and increasing. 

That is because most of these patients 
are elderly — 55 or over — and our gen- 
eral population is getting older. (Each 
year, 325,000 new persons reach age 65. 
The current total 65 and older is 14,700,- 
000.) And it is the aged, and aging, who 
suffer chiefly from this form of neglect. 

Last fall PARADE first revealed that 
60,000-plus patients in the nation’s men- 
tal hospitals do not belong there. They 
are hospitalized unnecessarily for months, 
even years, because of hospital staff short- 
ages, lack of facilities to care for them 
“on the outside” or because they have no 
place else to go. 


Forgotten or Abandoned 


Now two studies, in Maryland general 
hospitals and in New York City, disclose 
that much the same problem exists with 
aged persons with arthritis, stroke, bone 
breaks and a host of other ailments. Like 
many mental patients, they often remain 
in hospitals because they have been forgot- 
ten or abandoned. 

In New York City alone, a survey 
showed that one in five patients, about 
2,000 in all, in municipal hospitals do 


not need hospital services, but simply have 
no place else to go. 

Take the case of an 80-year-old woman 
who suffered a stroke. She had been hos- 
pitalized six weeks when relatives with 
whom she had been living moved to a 
small apartment. Thereafter they had no 
room for her. And the hospital was forced 
to keep her because she had no other 
home. 

Then there was the 73-year-old man 
with heart disease. His wife and children 
wanted him to remain in a hospital “just 
in case anything should happen.” As a 
result, he was hospitalized three months 
longer than he should have been. 

There are many faces to the problem 
of the elderly patient who does not be- 
long in a general hospital. 

For example, the Maryland study (per- 
haps the first of its kind) shows that one 
in five patients hospitalized more than 30 
days could have been discharged to their 
homes or to a facility such as a nursing 
home. Further, the study discloses that 
many patients remain in the hospital be- 
cause: ] ) they prefer the hospital to their 
life outside; 2) hospital discharge proce- 
dures are sometimes slow and unwieldy. 

One authority told PARADE: “Often, 
old folks are so lonely that they welcome 
hospitalization. They know that in a hos- 
pital there is always someone to talk to.” 

As for discharges, in general hospitals 
Cas in mental) these sometimes are slowed 


by lack of personnel. Hospitals must place 
patients who do not have homes or recep 
tive relatives. This requires social-sery ic 
workers — and some hospitals simply arc 
inadequately staffed. 

An additional stumbling block in dis 
charging general-hospital patients in 
volves rehabilitation—restoring independ 
ence to the patient within his capacities 
Only a handful of U. S. hospitals hay 
rehabilitation services for aged, long-term 
patients. Thus many such patients remain 
in the hospital needlessly. 

Take the 75-year-old woman who had 
broken a leg. Once it was set and mended, 
she was given crutches and told to learn 
to use them. She tried, but wasn’t strong 
enough. So for weeks she simply lav in 
bed, until relatives came to her rescue by 
urging the hospital staff to carry out some 
rehabilitative treatment and exercises 
Thanks to this obvious measure, she soon 
was able to return to her home. 

Another elderly patient, a 7 | -vear-old 
man, broke a hip. The hospital in which 
he was confined had little rehabilitation 
service. When he was told to get out of 
bed for the first time, he fell, injuring his 
other hip. Result: a hospital stay three 
times as long (and expensive ) as it should 
have been. 

Is there a way out for patients who 
don’t belong in general hospitals? Progress 
is slow, say experts who helped conduct 
the study in Maryland, but there are 
hopeful trends. 

e The number of good nursing homes is 
on the increase, providing more beds espe 
cially for aged patients. 

e State welfare departments graduall\ 
are increasing rates of payment to publi 
patients, thus encouraging better, mor 
rounded care in all available facilities. 


Hope for “Homesteads’’ 


e Some cities, like New York, are finding 
new ways to cope with the problem. In 
New York, “homesteads” for the aged ar 
in the planning stage. There, patients will 
live close to hospitals and will be given 
medical care only when they need it. 

e The idea of “home care” is spreading 
Medical teams are treating increasing 
numbers of patients, with a variety of ai! 
ments, in their own homes. 

Unfortunately, public education still 
lags. That's why you still hear of cases 
such as this one in Maryland: 

An elderly man was brought to a hos 
pital. Doctors could find nothing wrong 
with him. Investigation showed that the 
man’s son and daughter-in-law Vt anted d 
two-week vacation — and the hospital 
seemed like a good place to “dump him. 

Not until people stop feeling like that 
can we find a final solution for the p@ 
tients who shouldn't be in. s

Parade

EMPORIA, KAN. 
Just like you, perhaps, residents of this central Kansas 
city used to throw away water as if it were money. 
But more recently, water has been prayed over here, 
watched for, guarded like treasure. In some families 
_a single panful has been used to rinse dishes, reheated 
to wash the next batch, heated again to scrub floors — 
and finally poured on parched plants. 

Emporia’s water-savers, and other townsfolk in the 
Great Plains, are the unsung victims of the area’s six- 
year drought. Much has been written about the dust- 
blown fields. (Surprisingly, farmers near here gath- 
ered a good wheat crop last year, thanks more to tim- 
ing of rain than amount.) Little, however, has been 
said about the problems of the dried-up towns. 

Yet in many ways the town problem is more omi- 
nous for the rest of the U.S. than dust clouds in the 
Wheat Bowl. Emporia is not yet a parched desert 
where people gasp “Water!” Its 15,000 residents suffer 
mostly from annoyance, inconvenience and indignity. 
But Emporia today could be your town tomorrow. | 

Although the U.S. has plenty of water, it is badly 
distributed or poorly used. A recent survey showed

scanty supplies in one-fourth of the country — in- 
cluding such well-watered areas as New Jersey and 
Ohio. The survey’s importance was dramatized by 
California’s recent announcement of a $1.6 billion 
water-development program, biggest state construction 
project in U.S. history. 

Only a few towns have been hit as hard as Emporia. 
CA few, smaller, have been hit harder.) But once — 
probably like your town today —- Emporia considered 
its supply plentiful. Today, not even normal rainfall 
Cand rainfall has been off one-third) would help 
much. “We need real cloudbursts, gully-washers, run- 
ning rains,’ says Ted McDaniel of the Emporia 
Gazette. 

Remember a hot summer recently when your city 
clamped down on lawn-sprinkling and car-washing? 
In Emporia, either is a punishable offense. Streets are 
filled with dusty cars, and lawns are only a memory. 
Hundreds of stately old elms, once the town’s pride, 
have died. These are the visible scars. 

The invisible scars go deeper. They spring from 
the indignities of voluntary restriction, and they cen- 
ter in the home. Emporians voluntarily bathe just once 
a week, wash clothes once a week, even economize on 
flushing toilets. 


INSPECTING lawn he planted last spring, Bob Fon- 
cannon finds it hopelessly withered. Says one Empor- 
ian: “By fall there won't be a green thing in town.” 
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LAST HOPE OF 15, NSANS: 
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A DRY TOWN, Emporia bakes in the sun — and hates '1 
Only dying trees and lawns and dirty cars advertise ''s 
water shortage. Mony residents are close-mouthed, de- 
clare: ‘‘Who wants to admit they just bathe once a week?” 
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Only puddies remain of Emporia’s Lake Kahola, the city’s droug 


“We can’t afford to be proud any more,” says one 
housewife. “In some ways we're living almost like ani- 
mals.” To put teeth in the voluntary campaign, the 
city administration has quadrupled water rates. Con- 
sumption has been cut almost in half. 

Emporians still joke through their gripes. “These 
days,” one barber cracked to PARADE, “you can smell 
your friends before you see them.” A favorite story 
involves a man who kept a tub underneath a rain gutter 
to catch the few showers and melting snow from the 
roof. One Saturday night it was stolen. “The thief,” 
the punchline goes, “made a clean getaway.” 

To housewives, the famine is scarcely a laughing 
matter. They bear the brunt of it. With restrictions, 
an automatic washer, for instance, becomes an abso- 
lute nightmare. 

“You have to wait and wash everything in one day,” 
Mrs. Lucille Foncannon explained to PARADE. “You 
fill the machine and let the clothes wash. Then you 
stop the cycle and dip the water out with pans. Then 
you spin the clothes dry and take them out. Then you 
pour the water back and put in another load. Then 
you do the same thing for the rinse.” 

Mrs. Foncannon is 33, but she feels older after a 
washday. She sighs wearily, “You can’t get anything 
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else done. You have to be there to stop the machine. 
Then you have to be carrying water — back and 
forth, back and forth.” 

The frills and niceties have suffered most. The 
Foncannons have given up linen napkins and table- 
cloths. Mrs. Foncannon changes one sheet each week 
instead of two. In September the family used 8,900 
gallons of water; last month they used 1,500. 


Five People, Two Baths 


PARADE spent a day watching them scrimp. It be- 
gan when Bob Foncannon shaved in cold water — 
“You can’t let it run until it’s hot, or you waste it.” 
It ended with the weekly bath: Bob and Stephen, 9, 
used one tubful; Mrs. Foncannon, Catherine, 6, and 
Janet, 3, the other. As the restrictions ask, they used 
only four inches of water. 

Between times the housewife waded through an un- 
ending round of drudgery, almost like 100 years ago. 
“The simplest chore, like defrosting the refrigerator, 
becomes a wearying, drawn-out process,” she says. 
“You have to heat water to melt the ice and so on. It 
takes a whole morning.” 

Dishes are saved and washed all at once, rinsed in 
a pan instead of scalded under a faucet. Then the

rinse water is carefully saved. Once in a while, when 
a light shower strikes, everyone dashes out to scrub 
his sidewalk. This is a real break, since scrubbing a 
porch with city water means a $50 fine. 

About the only people in town who like the drought 
—-in some ways — are children. Young Stephen 
Foncannon points out he never cared for bathing any- 
way. We have a real problem with our 1 8-month-old,” 
says Laymon Brooks, a student at Kansas State Teach- 
ers College. “We try to save diapers for a week, but — 
frankly — they smell.” In Emporia, such topics are 
no longer taboo. A housewives’ kaffeeklatsch is apt to 
thrash out the problem of when to flush a toilet. 

“This bathing once a week is all right for boys,” one 
school girl told pArnane, “but girls are still supposed 
to be dainty.” At Christmas, the suggestion was fre- 
quently heard, “Buy your girl perfume and help solve 
the water shortage.” Druggists say sales of deodorants, 
perfumes and air fresheners have skyrocketed. So have 
soft drinks and milk. A few supermarkets are selling 
bottled spring water, since water from the Cottonwood 
River, part of the present supply, must be heavily 
treated and has a sour taste. 

A few service stations with wells wash cars. They 
charge almost double the former rate. “We had to in-

crease the price,” says one proprietor. “We 
have to go get water and haul it here and 
heat it.” A few people also wash their cars 
in the stagnant pools of the Cottonwood, 
which hasn’t flowed since August. 

Along the Cottonwood and Neosho 
Rivers, a few diehards still fish. Almost 
more than anything else, men grumble 
about what drought has done to recrea- 
tion. “I like to lie in a hot tub and soak the 
tiredness out and think about fishing,” 
says one trucker. “Now I can’t take a hot 
bath, and I can’t fish.” 

,Game has wandered off in search of 
water. Golf courses are baked hard, and 
most golfers have given up. Dead and de- 
caying fish choke the rivers and Lake 
Kahola — or where the rivers and lake 
once were. 

Lake Kahola was Emporia’s ace in the 
hole. Built after the drought of the 1930s, 
it was to trap the Neosho headwaters and 
insure the town against future droughts. 
Like many towns in the U.S., Emporia 
felt secure with this big reserve. 

But also like many towns, Emporia 
failed to realize that new gadgets —— auto- 
matic washers, air conditioners, dishwash- 
ers —- demanded water. Nor did people 
notice they were using more water for 
everything. Then drought struck. The 
level of Kahola and in the rivers fell lower 
and lower. 

This January the city played its ace. 
Kahola’s gates were opened. The last 
trickle of water passed to reservoirs down- 
stream. With luck, this supply will last 
until mid-May. Even with normal rainfall, 
it will take two years to refill the lake. 

A number of Emporians have exercised 
their American prerogative to snipe at City 
Hall. The city, they feel, should have seen 
that Emporia was better protected. But 
most people lay the dry spell to chance. 


“Who could have foreseen six straight 
years with almost no rain?” one asks. 

And they hope it won’t happen again. 
Emporia now is refurbishing another dam 
on the Cottonwood. Many leaders, how- 
ever, think the problem beyond the scope 
of a single city. Maybe it rightfully be- 
longs to the state, or a group of states, or 
Washington. 

Recently, Kansas Congressmen intro- 
duced a resolution asking Federal agen- 
cies to help with the state’s water problem 
And two big dams have been authorized. 
But to some residents this smacks of put- 
ting all your eggs in one basket; they want 
a chain of small dams substituted. 

Others feel the answer is a giant pipe- 
line from the Great Lakes, as suggested by 
Dr. Gustave Egloff of Chicago. Such a 
line would supply millions of gallons a 
day at an initial cost of $100,000 a mile, 
obviously a project for several states. 

A few look at the problem in its broad- 
est sense. After all, they say, the U.S. has 
plenty of water; only 15 per cent of the

supply is used. Perhaps all of America — 
Emporia and the dry towns, the well- 
watered East and your town — should ex- 
amine the problem and try to spread more 
evenly what's already there. 

Meanwhile, Emporia flirts with stop 
gaps. Talk has been bandied around about 
a pipeline to the Kaw River, 60 miles and 
$1% million away. Emporians look fear- 
fully at nearby towns that import water 
by tank cars, at $30 a month a family. 


Next: “Water-leggers”’? 


One town wag has predicted “waterleg- 
ging,” and a few pessimists believe it may 
come to that. Emporians worry about fire, 
which would clean out the supplv, and 
disease, because they fear the sewers aren't 
being flushed often enough. 

Already the city admits its program to 
attract industry is dead — “What indus- 
try will consider a town that can't guar- 
antee water?” But most people feel rain 
will come before real misery sets in. Em- 
porians insist they are not really suffering. 
“It’s just this annoyance, this living in the 
past, says one man. 

But some people feel that the annoy- 
ances, continued much longer, will leave 
a mark that can’t be erased. No one has 
fled Emporia yet. Practically the whole 
town is co-operating with voluntary re- 
striction; only one woman has been fined 
$40 lor washing her car with city water. 
But just occasionally you hear flashes of 
grumbling about old Soandso, who takes a 
bath every night and says nuts to restric- 
tions. It is this brother-against-brother 
bickering that Emporia fears more than 
drought. 

“It's life or death now for Emporia,” 
says McDaniel. “If we don’t get rain 
real rain I don’t know what we'll do.” 
No one in Emporia knows. 6

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Here’s a candid appraisal 
of baseball’s greatest 
Slugger by players — the 


men who know him best 


Mickey Charles Mantle ambled grace- 
fully toward the Yankee dugout during 
batting practice this spring at St. 
Petersburg, Fla. As he leaned down to 
pick up a bat, a heavv-set, balding man, 
friend of a Yankee official, came up. 

“Say, Mickey,” he said pleasantly, 
“my name is _____. There’s something 
I've always wanted to ask you. Isn't hit- 
ting a baseball a lot like golf? You 
know, sometimes you sock that old po- 
tato and it rides for a mile. Other times 
you hit it just as solid, but pop it up. 
Isn't that so?” 

Expressionless, Mantle ran his eye 
over the bats. He felt the weight of 
two or three. The man waited as he 
selected a bat and straightened up, 
saying not a word. Gradually the man’s 
face turned red: Still silent, Mantle 
shuffled off to the batting cage. 

There the hitter many regard as the 
greatest in baseball today — and prob- 
ably its best all-around player- 
drilled two balls over the right-field 
fence. Last year the 25-year-old Mantle 
knocked out 52 in the regular season, 
including one that sailed farther than 
any homer ever measured. For most of 
the year he threatened the record that 
means more to Americans than any 
other sports mark — Babe Ruth’s 60 
home runs in one year. 

Today, as a new season starts, he 
is baseball's best drawing card since 
Ruth. But unlike Ruth and most other 
sports heroes, Mantle is withdrawn and 
tight-lipped. Item: Where Ruth would 
have talked the ear off the fan who 
asked him about golf and baseball, 
Mantle — not knowing what to say —- 
said nothing. 

He says so little to anybody, in fact, 
that only the surface details of his life 
are known (despite his “life story” on 


during the past year). Perhaps never 
before have so many read so much 
about one player and learned so little. 

To find out what he’s really like, 
PARADE this spring talked to those who 
probably know him best outside of his 
wife and family: the men who play 
with and against him almost eight 
months of the year. 

“To understand Mick,” says Yankee 
infielder Jerry Coleman, “you've got to 
remember two basic things about him. 
One, he’s a fiercely proud man. And 
two, he’s still very shy.” 

The Yankee players recall his first 
Western trip with the club in 1950. 


One day he stood around the desk of 


traveling secretary Frank Scott (now 
his personal agent) for almost 15 min- 
utes before he hesitantly asked to be 
reimbursed $2 for taxi expenses. 

In the seven years since, says Scott, 
Mantle has matured 20 years. But all 
the shyness hasn't -yet rubbed off. 
“There's none of the hand-shaker in 
Mick,” says teammate Gil McDougald. 
“He takes a long time to warm up to 
people. If he doesn’t know you, he'll 
only answer your questions when he’s 
sure of the answers. If he’s not sure, he 
clams up. That’s not rudeness; it's just 
plain honesty.” 
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says Nelson Fox, “when he bunts he runs like a singed deer.” He's fastest in the big leagues going from home to first. 


At first a “loner” with the Yanks, 
Mantle has lost all of his shyness with 
the players. His closest buddies are 
fun-loving Billy Martin and Whitey 
Ford; but with all the players he more 
than holds his own in the continual 
exchange of good-natured insults and 
the spinning of smoking-car stories. 

But with outsiders, he _ freezes. 
Asked a usual question (“How old are 
your kids now?”), he gives the an- 
swer (“Four and 10 months’), but 
goes into no details. Asked an unusual 
question — a reporter this spring asked 
him whether his tremendous power 
came from his back or arms —— Mantle 
flushes, scratches his head, looks bale- 
fully at some of his teammates, then 
blurts: “Aw, I don’t know.” 


No Long Poses 


“Mantle,” says one Yankee, “wants 
to be one of the boys. Sure, he likes 
being paid a star's salarv, but he re- 
sents being singled out for special at- 
tention. That's why he gets cranky 
when asked to pose for pictures or be 
interviewed for long periods. He’s 
afraid the other players will kid him 
about being a star.” 

Where his shyness has alienated 
Mantle from some newspapermen and

fans, his pride has got him in hot water 
with baseball officials. Last season he 
became famous for kicking at dugout 
water coolers after striking out. The 
Sporting News, baseball’s trade paper, 
took him to task for showing his anger 
in public, said that he must acquire 
poise before he could achieve great- 
ness. 

“He can’t help it,” says Coleman. 
“To be great you must bear down all 
the time — every inning, every pitch 
— for 154 games. Only a person with 


_ great pride can force himself to work 


that hard and Mantle has that pride. 
But when he strikes out, he feels he’s 
been made to look like a fool. Nohody 
lites to be made the fool while thou- 
sands look on — and Mantle never 
forgets that people are looking at him. 
With his tremendous pride, is it any 
wonder that he has to kick something 
as an outlet for his anger?” 

Most of the players agree, however, 
that Mantle is learning to control his 
anger better. Says his roommate, Mar- 
tin: “He doesn’t get as mad near as 
often. He’s gradually learning that 
you're going to strike out a certain per- 
centage of times and there’s nothing 
much that can be done about it.” 

Why, after hitting only 37 homers 
in 1955, did Mantle suddenly blossom 
into another Ruth? Says White Sox 
pitcher Billy Pierce: “He learned to 
stop swinging at bad pitches. We used 
to get him out with balls close to his 
chest, but now he’s learned to step back 


and take those pitches for balls instead 
of trving to bash them. 

“Every. great hitter must learn to 
overcome his weak spots, and _ that 
Mantle is doing. The keenest students 
of hitting in the league are Ted Wil- 
liams and Harvey Kuenn, but I'd say 
Mantle is right behind them.” 

Will he hit 60 home runs this year? 
The question irritates Mantle because, 
explains Gil McDougald, “he knows 
the element of luck is so important in 
hitting. In 1955 he hit only 37 homers 
with the same swing that produced 52 
the next year.” 


The Big Question 


But all the players agree with the 
White Sox’ Nelson Fox that Mantle 
“could be the greatest ever, for he does 
everything well. The only question is 
whether his left leg [damaged by an 
arrested bone disease] holds up. 

“Nobody how in the majors has a 
better chance of breaking Ruth's rec 
ord,” says Fox. “But he’s got to play at 
least 140 games, something he may 
not be able to do with that knee. Some- 
times I think he plays when it’s hurt- 
ing; at least he occasionally seems to 
favor it.” 

Does the knowledge that his career 
might end any moment bother him? 
Answers Yogi Berra, in what may be 
the best appraisal ever made of Mantle: 
“Except for his hitting and people 
with fool questions, nothing bothers 
Mick.” s

Tradition dictates ham for Easter, so ham it must be, 
whether dinner is for two or 20. Buy a half-ham (or 
a choice slice, if the diners are few). Cook it with 


care, garnish it prettily — and expect compliments 


KITCHEN HINT: To make Potato Pyramids (top right), beat 1 egg 
into 2 cups of hot, well-seasoned mashed potatoes; cool enough to 
handle. Put mixture through pastry tube, ..making mounds on 
greased baking sheet. Broil 3” below heat a few seconds, to brown. 


For this festive occasion, choose your color scheme from 
the bright hues of spring —— the pure yellow of jonquils, 
the gold and green of mimosa —- then plan a menu to 
match. One suggestion is to begin with frosty pineapple- 
grapefruit juice made from a frozen concentrate, topped 
with mint sprigs. With a flower-garnished half-ham (be- 
low ) serve okra succotash (frozen baby okra pods cooked 
and combined with canned or frozen kernel corn), a 
tossed salad of crisp greens and hot buttermilk biscuits: 
For dessert, lemon sherbet and angel-food cake. 

Or start with seeded white grapes in chilled ginger ale. 
For the main course, Ham Slice with Orange Sauce (see 
opposite page), candied canned yams, mixed green and 
wax beans, jellied perfection salad and hot corn sticks. 
End with lemon meringue pie and a hot beverage.

SPRINGTIME HAM

By 1966, the Park Service hopes, all the 
parks will be redesigned on the Grand 
Teton model. They will be tailored to keep 
an expected 80 million people off each 
other's feet during the day, to stack them 
all away at night and to handle the 85 per 
cent of travelers who come by car.

Most important, you'll 
know in advance how much it will cost. 

Traveling the way the Pestingers did 
two wetks at Grand Teton can be dirt 
cheap. They camped out in a borrowed 
four-man tent, an experience Jim and the 
boys, Sammy and Jimmy, had been prac- 
ticing for all winter. Their bills included 


$5 a day for groceries (helped by fish din- 
ners from the giant mackinaw trout Jim 
pulled out of Jackson Lake), fishing li- 
censes, an all-day float trip down the Snake 
River ($10 apiece) and horse rentals 
($1.50 an hour). Jim found the two 
weeks a pleasant contrast to past vacations 
when, as he puts it, “all I did was break 
$10 and $20 bills.”

by her own admission, is no outdoors girl; 
when the proposal to camp out first came 
up, she voted for clean sheets and indoor 
plumbing. Under pressure from her out- 
doorsman husband and two outdoors- 
minded boys, she gave in — with a “res 
ervation.” 

The reservation was for a guest cottage 
at Jackson Lake Lodge, a modern, well- 
equipped hotel overlooking the lake six 
miles from Colter Bay. Opened in 1955, 
the 1,000-guest hotel offers rooms for 
from $8 single to $14 double a night; it 
includes a modern dining room (with 
Continental menu) and a Western-style 
bar. But hotel activities draw no distinc- 
tion between guests and campers at Colter 
Bay down the road. Like the latter, the 
Lodge is part of the program at Grand 
[eton National Park to offer the widest 
possible sweep of facilities and activities. 

Margaret Pestinger’s “reservation” — a 
backstop against a cloudburst or other ca- 
tastrophe — cost the Kansas family $10 
a night. As it turned out, they never used 
it; in fact, they were almost never indoors. 

Margaret was gratified to see the differ 
ence outdoor living made in her family. 
Jim confesses he isn’t the domestic type; 
but somehow he found himself washing 
dishes, setting the table, helping with the 
cooking. Sammy and Jimmy had the same 
attitude. At home, this was sissy stuff. 
Camping out, it became the duty of a he 
man.

better and rest seemed more peaceful than 
they had back home in Kansas. Often, 
when Jim and the boys went off fishing 
and hiking, Margaret would stay behind 
in the campground — to rest, to drink in 
the mountain scenery or just to relax. 

She made an exception one day to at- 
tend the Petzoldt-Exum School of Ameri- 
can Mountaineering, at nearby Jenny Lake. 
The whole family took a quick course in 
mountain-climbing, at the only such 
school in a national park (another Grand 
Teton “first” which may be copied else- 
where). For $5 each, Instructor Bill 
Unsoeld gave them lessons in how to walk, 
breathe and climb. 

On slight slopes, they practiced rope- 
tying and attaching ropes for uphill pulls. 
More hardy types went back the next day 
for an advanced class, with a two-day 
climb to the pinnacle of 13,766-foot 
Grand Teton as a graduation exercise. 


Horses and Fish 


More appealing to the boys — particu- 
larly Sammy — was horseback riding. 
Saddle horses at the park are billed as 
“among the gentlest in the West”; miles 
of trails wander through the most scenic 
sections of the park; guides are available 
for tenderfeet. 

Fish-filled Jackson Lake was the focus 
of much of their fun. The boys braved 
swimming just once; they pronounced the 
water, from melting mountain snows, en- 
tirely too cold for Kansans. 

One lazy day the family spent floating 
down the Snake River, watching the ante- 
lope, elk and bison. Although GrandTeton 
—— more so than most other national parks 
—-emphasizes doing, there is plenty to 
see. Besides the towering mountains — 
“They look almost like cardboard,” said 
Margaret —- game refuges, museums and 
nature trails draw many sightseers. 

Each evening at a Colter Bay campfire, 
a park naturalist talked about the park: 
its animals, geology, history. The boys 
were fascinated to learn that Kit Carson 
had been an early and frequent visitor to 
Jackson Hole, the name given the whole 
plateau of which the lake area is a part. 
Carson and his fellow trappers quit com- 


ing when the fur trade died out, but for 
many years the nearly inaccessible area 
was a haven for Western badmen. 

Today, as Jimmy pointed out, “no rob- 
ber could hide out here.” Jackson Hole is 
too easy to reach: Western Air Lines 
planes fly to Jackson; trains stop at nearby 
Victor, Ida., and Rock Springs, Wyo., and 
buses shuttle to the park. 

If you decide to visit Grand Teton this 
summer, you'll probably be traveling by 
car, as most visitors to the national parks 
do. Five major highways — U.S. Routes 
89, 189, 26, 187 and 287 — serve the 
park. A network of clearly marked state 
highways also brings tourists to Grand 


Teton. U.S. 287 connects Grand Teton 


with more crowded but ever-popular Yel- 
lowstone National Park, 50 miles north.

And if your final decision is for Grand 
Teton, you maysmeet the Pestingers there. 
Margaret was convinced by the Colter Bay 
campground, which, she says, “is pretty 
close to civilized living.” Each of the 250 
campsites has its own grated fireplace and 
table; tiled rest rooms scattered through 
the camp area include such luxuries as

hot showers and forced-air hand driers. 

It may not be Kit Carson’s kind of 
camping, but park officials point out 
there’s plenty of wilderness country — in 
almost all the parks as well as Grand Teton 
—for the pioneering vacationer. Right 
now, with projects like Colter Bay, the 
Park Service is trying to handle the scads 
of people who want a taste, but not too 
much, of the outdoors. 

And there will be scads. Travel experts 
forecast a new travel record this summer 
— and last year’s record was 80 million 
travelers. The bulk of them will be crowd- 
ing into the same old overcrowded places. 
Grand Teton National Park will get its 
share, too, but the park can handle them. 
So can the other resorts in PARADE’s 1957 
series. And, if you want to beat the crowds, 
they’re the spots for you. *

Turmoil in Indonesia

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STRANGE REVOLT has blown like an 
unremitting monsoon wind across the 
young Republic of Indonesia. Since 

late December nearly all the nation’s 3000 
islands have broken away, under army 
leadership, from the central government 
on Java. But, except for isolated incidents, 
no blood has been shed. Moreover, leaders 
of the movement proclaim their loyalty to 
the republic and its President, the enor- 
mously popular Sukarno. 

The revolt sprang from long-standing 
demands for greater local rule, from dis- 
satisfaction in outlying islands over Java- 
nese domination, from economic troubles. 

The first two problems are rooted in 
Indonesia's unique spread of population 
and resources. The islands lie on both 
sides of the Equator and are sprawled over 
3000 miles. From the time Indonesia won 
independence from Dutch rule in 1949, there 
was pressure for more power at the island 
level. The demands were intensified by 
differences of race, language and religion. 

Although Sukarno and his followers 
steadfastly resisted the pleas — contending 
that strong central government was vital — 
the crosscurrents produced instability. The 
central government became increasingly 
unable to meet the needs of the new nation, 
rich in natural resources but poor in ability 
to exploit them. Further aggravating feel- 
ings on the outlying islands was the fact 
that their products earned most of Indo- 
nesia’s overseas income, yet the bulk of the 
money was spent on overpopulated Java

(home of more than 50,000,000 of the coun- 
try’s 82,000,000 inhabitants). 

Sukarno felt the growing rumblings 
of discontent when he returned last fall 
from visits to Russia and China. Earlier in 
the year he had been in the United States 
and other Western countries, but appar- 
ently was more impressed by the Commu- 
nist nations. He called for a “guided de- 
mocracy” to replace Indonesia’s Western- 
style parliament democracy, in which 
the Prime Minister led the government and 
the President was only a figurehead. 

Under the new program, which Su- 
karno spelled out in February, political 
parties were to be dissolved and an ad- 
visory council—headed by Sukarno— 
would be formed to guide the cabinet. 
Communists, who had been excluded from 
the old cabinet, would take part. 

Far from settling the unrest, Sukarno’s 
plans intensified it. All the major political 
parties—except the Reds themselves — 
were outraged at the bid for Communist 
participation. The island breakaway spread. 
Increasingly unpopular Premier Ali Sas- 
troamidjojo and his cabinet resigned. Su- 
karno declared a state of martial law. 

After trying unsuccessfully to get an- 
other Premier who could gain the nation’s 
confidence, Sukarno last week personally 
selected an emergency cabinet. It will gov- 
ern without seeking parliamentary indorse- 
ment and will select an advisory council, 
which may include Communists. The res- 
tive young nation faced an uncertain future.
